OF THE CLODS 


Approximately 600 pigs (about 100-150 in 
uniform) and their supporters held a rally at 
city hall to protest the murder of fellow oppres¬ 
sor Jerry Haaf and to try to rally support for 
Minneapolis cops. These protectors of ruling 
class property milled around whileevery pomp¬ 
ous politician seeking reelection gave pathetic 
speeches complimenting the cops and plead¬ 
ing for public support for the pigs in blue. The 
organizers (the police’s union) were very care¬ 
ful to have many people of color speak so as to 
give the impression that the police aren’t rac¬ 
ist. Yeah, and the snow will melt in mid- 
January this year. 

Every scumbag city politico was there, 
including police chief John Laux and deputy 
chief Dick Dobrotka in uniform, no less. There 
were also a few middle class white folks (prob¬ 
ably from the suburbs like their cop relatives) 
wearing “United for Police” t-shirts (a slag on 
the “United for Peace” organization that is 
trying to end gang violence and that has re¬ 
ceived the brunt of the blame and police bru¬ 


tality for Haaf’s killing). 

The rally, while dull and listless, was a 
frightening sight and very scary to be in the 
midst of, as it always is when you’re in the 
camp of the enemy. Fortunately, there was 
resistance. About forty counterdemonstrators, 
many of them from St. Paul Up and Out of 
Poverty, were present with banners and signs 
denouncing police brutality. Unfortunately, 
many of the folks accepted the “good cop bad 
cop” mentality, asking for nicer pigs instead of 
the only solution to police brutality the 
elimination of the police force. Also, a march 
sponsored by the American Indian Movement, 
which was protesting the police’s non-reac¬ 
tion to the murder of two Native American men 
a day before (cops said they were “too busy” 
working on the Haaf case to investigate the 
murders), passed by the pig rally briefly before 
it moved on to the mayor’s office. Anarchist 
presence at both the AIM march and the pig 
protest was unfortunately minimal.

STOOD UP 


BYTHE WHITE STUDENT UNION 


On Saturday, October 17th, the white-supremast 
“White Student Union" planned on having a “vigil” to 
commemorate the “ass-kicking” the gave to unarmed 
anti-radst demonstrators at the U of M last year—using 
pipes, chains, CS gas and a Rottweiler against mem¬ 
bers of Anti-Radst Action and the Progressive Student 
Organization. A flyer circulated one week prior an¬ 
nounced the vigil and declared “individuals not friendly 
to the pro-white movement not welcome." One of these 
flyers was found on the bulletin board at the Expatriate 
Cafe and was seen as a blatant challenge to anti-racists 
with the slogan “Kamph Zeit!" or “Time for War!" and an 
SS insignia. 

Immediately word of the challenge hit the streets 
throughout the West Bank area and Twin Cities anti¬ 
fascist communities. The consensus was not to let this 
go unchallenged and various flyers calling for counter¬ 
demonstration/actions were produced by various people 
and groups. A couple of sparsely-attended planning 
meetings pulled in people from a wide spectrum of the 
community and it was decided that people opposed to 
the vigil would meet in a parking lot on the West Bank 
and march over to the U of M where the vigil was 
supposed to take place. Organization before the action 
was very decentralized with most communication made 
by word of mouth and people planned for a militant 
response to deal with the White Student Union once and 
for all. 

The night of the event found over 150 militant anti¬ 
fascists prepared for any circumstance which might 
arise. A small rally in the parking lot before the event 
showed the diversity of the crowd; Native Americans, 
Latinos, Latinas, African-Americans, Queers, members 
of Anti-Racist Action who brought their banner, as well 
as anarchists of all stripe marching under a black flag, 
members of the Latin Kings, West Bank Milk Chickens 
(local West Bank youth), Saoirse skinheads, Expatriate 
Cafe workers and irregulars and even a few patriotic 
skinheads. Tactical and medical support and experi¬ 
ence was provided by the AIM Patrol. The crowd was 
split half and half male/female and contained peoples 
from all ages but was generally youthful which added an 
even more militant edge. 

The plan was to march from the West Bank to 
Coffman Union over the Washington Ave. foot bridge, 
where the White Supremasts planned to have their vigil 
at 11:00 PM. The plan was to avoid unnecessary 
confrontations with the cops but to take whatever means 
necessary to stop the vigil and remove the white 
supremasts from the campus. White supremasts have 
not been able to have an open rally in Minneapolis since 


as decisions were made by group consensus. In 
between speakers' chants of “Whose streets? Our 
Streets!", “We’re queer, we’re here, Nazi scum get out 
of here!" and “Fuck White Power, Fuck Racism, Fuck 
the Minneapolis Police!",we heard word that a group of 
about 10 White Power goons had gone into the Expatri¬ 
ate Cafe on the West Bank and tried to intimidate the 
workers by lining up and ordering cappucinos. They 
were refused service and left. Mike, the owner of the 
Expatriate declared “our coffee is too Black, too strong" 
to a roar of approval from the crowd. 

At midnight it was agreed that we achieved our 
objective of stopping the White Student Union from 
holding their vigil. The White Student Union had been 
scared off the area and were reduced to driving around 
in cars to intimidate people. The crowd decided that it 
was no longer necessary to hold the Coffman plaza and 
marched back to the West Bank to protect the area from 
possible attacks. Coffman plaza was left in the good 
hands of the baseball bat-wielding Afrikana Student 
Union security who were holding a dance in Coffman 
Student Union. 

Back on the West Bank the anti-fascists lingered 
for several hours with much revelry going on in the 
Expatriate Cafe and surrounding area. A worker from 
the Viking Bar came out and asked to be notified if there 
was any trouble from fascist scum because the patrons 
would be happy to help our cause. All in all the action 
was seen by all participants as a clear victory even if we 
were not able to pound the Nazi shit into oblivion. We 
are still waiting for our rematch.

HARD TIMES CAFE DOES 
IT COLLECTIVELY 

Minneapolis has been graced with yet 


A QUIET QUINCENTENNIAL 


About 200 people turned out for an anti- 
Quincentennial, anti-Columbus demo on Oct. 12. 
Following a long and mostly male rally with some 
good speakers, people marched down Nicolett 
Mall during rush hour chanting slogans like “First 
Columbus, then the cops, genocide has got to 
stop!" 

The first stop the march made was at North¬ 
ern States Power headquarters. NSP was tar¬ 
geted because of its policies of continuing the 
genocidal legacy of Columbus, particularly with its 
racist plans to store high-level radioactive waste 
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then continued with heavier than usual police 
presence to the FBI Regional Office building, 
which was the headquarters for FBI-organized 
repression at Wounded Knee. 

Overall, the demo was not very well orga¬ 
nized and not many people showed up consider¬ 
ing the seriousness of the occasion. It was more 
or less the traditional march and rally with pretty 
low energy at times. It left at least some of us 
questioning the value of calling a generic demon¬ 
stration every time there is something to react to.

The plan was to march from the West Bank to 
Coffman Union over the Washington Ave. foot bridge, 
where the White Supremasts planned to have their vigil 
at 11:00 PM. The plan was to avoid unnecessary 
conf rontations with the cops but to take what eve r means 
necessary to stop the vigil and remove the white 
supremasts from the campus. White supremasts have 
not been able to have an open rally in Minneapolis since 
the 70’s. The mood of the evening was for much more 
than just a demonstration, but to outright beat down the 
fascist scum for good. When one person asked “What 
are we gonna do if the fascists are on the bridge?” the 
reply was Throw 'em over the side!" (At least a 100 foot 
drop to the Mississippi River below). 

The marchers crossed the bridge by 10:55 PM. 
As the tail-end of the very vocal march was across the 
bridge, several people wearing white armbands were 
seen beating a hasty retreat into their cars on the road 
below the bridge, who sped off before any anti-fascists 
could get to them. The very rowdy crowd gathered in the 
plaza in front of Coffman Union. Small skirmishes 
broke-out as fascist scum stumbled unaware onto the 
militant crowd. However, for the most part the filth 
stayed clear of the area as did the pigs. Radio reports 
by scouts in vehicles kept track of activities of both the 
fascists and the cops but a direct confrontation was not 
possible. One anti-fascist was jumped by White Power 
goons who drove in a car and attacked him as he was 
separated from the crowd. Another anti-fascist was 
arrested when he became separated from the crowd. 
We do not know if any charges have been filed. 

Since the fascist scum stood us up, it was decided 
to have a rally in front of Coffman Union and occupy the 
area of their so-called vigil. Militants gathered around in 
the bitter cold, joined by determination to rid our commu¬ 
nity of organized racism and white-supremacy. An 
impromptu speak-out took place to pass the time and 
keep the crowd on a militant edge. The most important 
thing going on during this whole process was building 
connections between the various anti-racist, ethnic and 
political groups. Information on the location of the 
fascists was spread by word of mouth through the crowd

FIGHTING THE TIDE OF FASCISM IN GERMANY 


The end of November has seen the fight 
against fascism on the streets intensified as anti¬ 
fascists went on the offensive as the wave of 
attacks on “foreigners" continued across Ger¬ 
many. On Saturday, November 21, masked anti¬ 
fascists descended on a restaurant frequented by 
nazi skinheads in the former East German city of 
Erfurt, attacking fascist patrons and trashing the 
place. In Hamburg, a bomb caused heavy dam¬ 
age to the law school. At a Berlin subway station, 
a clash between autonomen and fascists left one 
anti-fascist, Silvio Meier, dead of stab-wounds. 
The fight against fascism is a deadly struggle but 
necessary as exemplified only twb days later in 


Molln when two Turkish houses were firebombed 
resulting in the death of a women and two chil¬ 
dren, all of Turkish decent, and nine others 
injured. Also, on this weekend, police revealed 
that on November 15, neo-nazi skinheads in the 
western town of Wuppertal had beaten a 53-year- 
old man, doused him with alcohol and set him on 
fire because they believed he was Jewish. The 
skinheads had dumped the body in Venlo, the 
Netherlands 

An unprecedented increase of organized fas¬ 
cist activities have swept the country since the 
highly publicized attack on a refugee center in the 
former East German city of Rostock. The attacks 


began on August 22nd during an anti-foreigner 
demonstration, and despite weeks of prior warn¬ 
ing, only 20 police were on hand when the violence 
began. At least 100 neo-nazi youths smashed the 
windows of the building, and even though over 
100 police reinforcements arrived, they did not 
intervene and the attacks on the refugee center 
lasted until deep into the night. TV images of the 
pogrom showed countless neighborhood residents 
standing nearby, applauding and cheering. The 
following night a line of riot police could not prevent 
another wave of attacks by highly organized right¬ 
ists, this time armed with molotov cocktails. The 
obvious lack of police intervention made it clear 
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recent weeks that Jewish Italian youth, mostly in 
their teens and early twenties, went on the offen¬ 
sive against fascists.

There 
were a lot of liberals but there were a lot of rock 
throwers as well and Columbus never even dared. 
The “Peace Navy” were there trowling cables to 
block his boat but he never entered the harbor. He 
passed by once and analyzed the situation and 
returned to Spain. 

Next followed the march. It was your average 
liberal stroll organized somehow by the “All 
People’s Congress" AKA Worker’s World Party. 
But the radical section including a black block 
broke off from the official march & headed to 
disrupt the parade. Before hand it had been worked 
out with AIM that the black block contingent & the 
RAW (Roots Against War - a non-pacifist group of 
people of color) would break from the rest with 
anyone who would follow to sabotage the parade. 
But the APC effectively prevented any tag alongs 
from joining us. The black block numbered from 
80-100.1 was amazed at the number though I can’t 
say I was amazed at their effectiveness action 
wise. That’s to be expected for a first time. They 
looked impressive though. 

Disrupting the parade may have been a 
mistake. We should have turned around. One 
hundred black block members, 50 RAW mem¬ 
bers, and 50 tag alongs (if that many) running up 
and down really BIG hills against cops on dirt 
bikes: no way. 

We played a tiring game of tag till we came 
upon the parade. RAW forced their way past the 
cops and I hear they wreaked some havoc on 
some floats and parade viejwers. The black block 
got stalled by the cops who were walloping people 
pretty hard. Then three molotovs were tossed, 
one of which hit a cop car, and everyone ran! 
Uphill, no less. The cops started chasing us down 
and as everyone starts dispersing one or two more 
molotovs were chucked and we ran even harder.

NORTH AMERICAN POSTER ACTION 

The Love & Rage Network, Profane Exist¬ 
ence, Free Society, and Positive Force D.C. com¬ 
bined organizational and financial resources to 
coordinate a North American poster action that 
showed anarchist solidarity with 500 years of 
resistance and Native struggles in general.

that at least some elements of the police were 
either quietly sympathetic, or even aided in prepa¬ 
rations for neo-nazi attacks. This became further 
evident when 100 anti-fascists were brutally dis¬ 
persed when they arrived on the scene. At least 
60 anti-fascists were arrested that night, and many 
were placed in jail cells full of neo-nazis; obviously 
the cops wanted to see them get the shit kicked out 
of them. (Of course the "authorities" have shown 
time and time again what side they are on as 
there’s never enough cops around when fascists 
are attacking a squat or a hostel for refugees, but 
never fail to show up in full riot force everytime any 
radical-left event takes place). The attacks in 
Rostock lasted for several consecutive nights as 
neo-nazis followed suit in at least 10 other Ger¬ 
man cities and the relentless wave of rightist 
violence continues; On September 2, a refugee 
center in Ketzin was burned to the ground as 
happened in Leverkusen only two days later. In 
Halle, roving gangs of neo-nazis sent a dozen 
Vietnamese refugees, including children, to the 
hospital with serious injuries. On November 6, a 
22-year-old South African asylum seeker was 
badly beaten and hospitalized in Wolgast. And the 
list goes on... 

HYPOCRITES 

In an effort to shift the blame, German politi¬ 
cians have been quick to point the finger else¬ 
where and have used the fascist attacks as an 
excuse to bring in tighter immigration controls. 
The Kohl government (not to mention the other 
mainstream political parties) have all but agreed 
with the fascists by removing themselves and their 
capitalist backers from responsibility of fucking 
over the German people, especially those in the 
former East where unemploymentis 50% in places 
(40% in the Rostock neighborhood of the Hostel 
attacks), inflation is running in the double digits, 
rent increases and massive closure of non-profit- 
able industries have taken place. It is not hard to 
see the hypocrisy of the government pleaing for 
peace between Germans and the country's large 
"foreign" population, while calling for tighter immi¬ 
gration controls. On November 3, over 350,000 
people attended a government-orchestrated anti¬ 
racist unity spectacle, where Chancellor Kohl and 
President Richard von Weizs&cker were bom¬ 
barded with eggs, stones, boos and insults from 3- 


ANTIFA 

While the politicians make outrageous state¬ 
ments, the real battle is being fought on the 
streets. While the government blames the refu¬ 
gees for the attacks, fuck all has been done by 
their police force to protect the homes of refugees, 
from attacks. Despite this, and the fact that the 
neo-nazis have been on an organized offensive, 
does not mean there has been no resistance. 
Church groups, citizens, and Greens have orga¬ 
nized vigils in front of refugee centers—although 
it has usually taken just a few skinheads with steel¬ 
toed boots and rocks and bottles to chase these 
folks away. In contrast to this approach, autono¬ 
mist ANTIFA (anti-fascist action) groups expanded 
their approach of street-level confrontation with 
neo-nazis (in cities such as Hamburg, ANTIFA 
organizations have physically defended refugee 
homes long before the Rostock attack). One week 
after the first attacks in Rostock, a large anti¬ 
fascist demon stration was held in the city. Whereas 
only a handful of police were deployed to deal with 
the neo-nazis during the week of attacks, upon the 
arrival of ANTIFA, at least 2000 police were bussed 
into Rostock in order to "keep the peace" (accord¬ 
ing to newspaper reports, police stopped busloads 
of ANTIFA from even reaching the town). In other 
cities as well, ANTIFA marches have been held, 
often resulting in confrontations with police and 
gangs of neo-nazis. Apart from their open, mass 
activities, autonomen in German cities have also 
responded in clandestine attacks on nazi scene 
structures like right-wing bars, nazi youth centers, 
and far-right political party offices. A group calling 
itself the “Red Antifascist Fraction” burned down a 
fascist organizing center in Ahrenstelde. In Rostock 
itself, just down the block from the burned-out 
refugee center, the Amandeu Antonio Commando 
trashed the far-right "MAX" youth center. Such 
attacks on nazi political/culture structures have 
been commonplace in Germany for years, but the 
recent wave or organized nazi attacks have in¬ 
creased the urgency. 

ORGANIZE! 

With the deteriorating standard of living, in¬ 
creased unemployment and disillusionment with 
promises of prosperity that unification would bring, 
a fertile atmosphere for fascist organization has 


their hypocrisy to solve the problem, instead en¬ 
couraging continued attacks on foreigners with 
their proposals for changing the German constitu¬ 
tion to stop refugees from entering the country. 
The frightening result has been seen with the high 
degree of public support for the attacks in August 
and September. No doubt in the eyes of the 
German ruling class, the attacks on refugees are 
better than attacks aimed against them, and have 
done nothing to condemn the far right. 

As ever, the recent events in Germany have 
shown the urgency for militant anti-racist/anti¬ 
fascist organizing. Such organizing must have a 
two-fold strategy: First there is the need for 
theoretical/ideological organizing, so as to be able 
to analyze, for example, the reasons why global 
capitalism leads to large numbers of refugees 
heading from impoverished lands of the South to 
the Wealthy nations of the North, and why we 
should support “Open Borders For AIM"; and sec¬ 
ond, we need to provide both concrete solidarity 
with refugees, support their organizational efforts, 
and organize our own militant street-level resis¬ 
tance as to attack neo-nazis and their organiza¬ 
tional structures wherever they ari se. Nazis should 
not be allowed to walk the streets unmolested. 
They are like a cancer. If left unopposed, they can 
appeal to disenfranchised members of the white 
working class and get support. Nazis are good at 
carrying out direct actions, and so they get re¬ 
spect.

BELGIANS BUSTED OVER BOMBS 

Six European activist were found guilty and 
fined $350 each for trespassing at the Nevada 
Test Site, where the U.S. tests nuclear bombs. 

The six Belgian citizens were all involved in 
anti-nuclear actions at the Nevada Test Site (NTS) 
last September. With their actions they wanted to 
promote the ancestral land rights of the Western 
Shoshone Nation, who lived on NTS land long 
before anyone made bombs. 

The WSNC has accordingly been fighting the 
US government over the presence of the NTS on 
their land. All six Belgian activists had received a 
written permit from the WSNC to be on Western 
Shoshone land, including the NTS where the 
Belgians were arrested in very close proximity to 
the DOE nuclear testing grounds. Although noti¬ 
fied of the presence of the activists on the Site, the 
DOE went ahead and detonated a nuclear bomb 
underground approximately 2 miles from four of 
the activists. 

Although the verdict of the court has denied 
the ancestral land title of the Native Americans, 
the WSNC has said to continue their struggle for 
the United States government to honor the Treaty 
of Ruby Valley. 

William Rosse Sr., Western Shoshone elder 
and member of the WSNC stated: “The United 
States Courts do not work for Native Americans. 
But we will continue to invite people to our land and 
give them a permit to walk on our land. Interna¬ 
tional support will be very important to make the 
US realize that they have to honor the Treaties 
they made with the Indian people". 

The six activists have meanwhile declared 
that they do not have any intention of paying the 
fine.

HYPOCRITES 

In an effort to shift the blame, German politi¬ 
cians have been quick to point the finger else¬ 
where and have used the fascist attacks as an 
excuse to bring in tighter immigration controls. 
The Kohl government (not to mention the other 
mainstream political parties) have all but agreed 
with the fascists by removing themselves and their 
capitalist backers from responsibility of fucking 
over the German people, especially those in the 
former East where unemployments 50% in places 
(40% in the Rostock neighborhood of the Hostel 
attacks), inflation is running in the double digits, 
rent increases and massive closure of non-profit- 
able industries have taken place. It is not hard to 
see the hypocrisy of the government pleaing for 
peace between Germans and the country's large 
"foreign" population, while calling for tighter immi¬ 
gration controls. On November 3, over 350,000 
people attended a government-orchestrated anti¬ 
racist unity spectacle, where Chancellor Kohl and 
President Richard von WeizsScker were bom¬ 
barded with eggs, stones, boos and insults from 3- 
400 militant anti-fascists who gathered to point out 
his hypocrisy and disrupt the event. 


only a handful of police were deployed to deal with 
the neo-nazis during the week of attacks, upon the 
arrival of ANTI FA, at least 2000 police were bussed 
into Rostock in order to “keep the peace" (accord¬ 
ing to newspaper reports, police stopped busloads 
of ANTIFA from even reaching the town). In other 
cities as well, ANTIFA marches have been held, 
often resulting in confrontations with police and 
gangs of neo-nazis. Apart from their open, mass 
activities, autonomen in German cities have also 
responded in clandestine attacks on nazi scene 
structures like right-wing bars, nazi youth centers, 
and far-right political party offices. A group calling 
itself the “Red Antifascist Fraction” burned down a 
fascist organizing center in Ahrenstelde.

Such 
attacks on nazi political/culture structures have 
been commonplace in Germany for years, but the 
recent wave or organized nazi attacks have in¬ 
creased the urgency.

1960s. 

Activists who plead the Fifth Amendment and 
refuse to testify can be jailed for eighteen months, until 
the grand jury completes its term. While you have the 
right not to incriminate yourself in a regular trial, you 
have no such rights in a grand jury, which are ostensibly 
to see if there’s enough evidence to warrant a full-scale 
trial. However, these trials have historically been used 
to harass activists and force them to squeal on them¬ 
selves or friends. 

Clearly, the only way to resist these coercive 
tactics by the state is to NOT TESTIFY. This is the path 
taken by most animal and other political activists today, 
with considerable success, although with some jail time.

Most people received short 
jail sentences or probation and were released 
as soon as their case was heard due to the 
massive number of arrests. Two people have 
been convicted of murder, two of arson, and 
about 25 people are still in serious shit.

Sending out an SOS, 

Greetings and salutations, anarchist com¬ 
rades! I’m an anarchist from the San Francisco 
Bay Area being held a POW in this prehistoric, 
fascist, racist Arizona police state. I’m doing 
fifteen calendar years for burglary because I refuse 
to turn “state’s evidence” and send my cohorts to 
prison (take the “easy way out"). So I became the 
“enemy of the State" and they got immunity from 
prosecution in exchange for their "cooperation.” I 
was only eighteen years old at the time and didn’t 
know they could convict you on the uncorroborated 
testimony of an accomplice. I learned, The Hard 
Way. 

That was in 1982 and I’ve been learning ever 
since. Aside from an 18-month “furlough” that I 
took as an escaped fugitive I’ve been locked up in 
























this redneck wasteland of a state all this time. I’m 
something of a “management problem" to these 
people and they’ve got me permanently housed in 
the supermaximum security control unit in virtual 
solitary confinement. I haven’t seen any daylight 
for two years now and my release date is Novem¬ 
ber 1998. I am considered to be a “security risk" 
and a “threat to the institution" because I’m totally 
dedicated to smashing the State in any way pos¬ 
sible. I refuse to “work," refuse to “program," 
cooperate, submit to urinalysis testing or anything 
else they expect us to conform to. They persecute 
me because I have very strong spiritual, ethical 
and personal convictions that come from the heart 
and I will not violate them. I believe in the Old 
School principle which they are trying to eradicate 
through insidious psychological operations — by 
cultivating a "snitch" mentality in the new breed, 
racial discord, disinformation, etc. Divide and rule. 
Unfortunately, the majority of these so-called "con¬ 
victs" in the prison system are so damn ignorant 
and stupid that they actually do The Man’s job for 
him. They even help build new prisons to lock 
more people up for slave wages. Creature com¬ 
forts, selfishness and egotism have replaced ide¬ 
ology here. 

I'm all alone out here and doing some "hard 
time" so to speak. I have virtually no one that I can 
relate to in terms of ideology and most of my 
dealings with my fellow prisoners in here are very 
superficial. I have no family and am totally desti¬ 
tute. The State saw to it that I lost all of my worldly 
possessions. These pigs don't provide us with 
anything and make us buy whatever we need with 
our own money. I’m having a hard time just getting 
basic necessities for myself, let alone any mail- 
ordered literature to study and better myself with 
or some food from the commissary here. I'm a 
strict vegetarian and believe me that's no small 
feat in prison, when you don’t have the food that 
you need available to you. 

I'm hoping there are some people out there 
who care enough to help me out. Donations of 
stamps and/or money orders — even five dollars 
or so — would be greatly appreciated and used 
primarily to further my “subversive" educational 
endeavors and to purchase personal necessities, 
writing materials, etc. If a handful of people were 
to help out with just a few dollars apiece or pass the 
hat around within their respective groups, my life 
would be a whole lot better in here. I might be able 
to have something of a "Christmas," too. Moral 
support is greatly appreciated as well, and your 
correspondence, flyers, photocopied articles, etc. 
are most welcome. I will definitely write back, but 
need stamps to do so. I'm a veteran convict and 
have a wealth of knowledge to share with others, 
especially when it comes to “an ounce of preven¬ 
tion," i.e. security, helping people avoid making 
needless mistakes and getting themselves busted. 

I would also appreciate any information, ad¬ 
dresses, resources and contacts that may be of 
use to me to get something going for myself and 
generate my own income. I would really like to pull

Kuwasi Balagoon (s/n: Donald Weems), New Afrikan revolutionary and 
Prisoner of War, died in a New York state prison hospital on December 13, 
1986. He succumbed to pneumocystis cainii pneumonia induced by AIDS acquired 
while he was incarcerated at New York s Auburn prison, a maximum security facility. 
Throughout his adult life, Kuwasi was a staunch freedom fighter, beginning 
with his resistance to racism in the U.S. military when he was 17. After his 
discharge, he became an active tenants’ rights organizer in New York City 
before joining the Black Panther Party. He first became generally recognized 
in 1968 when he went underground after his indictment in the New York 
“Panther 21 ” case. After the defendants were acquitted (two years later) of all 
156 charges leveled against them by the state - this was one of the most 
extravagant frame-ups of an era marked by such things - Kuwasi remained 
underground as a soldier in the Black Liberation Army (BLA). Captured, he 
spent much of the late 70’s in prison, escaping twice. 

His final stay within the was after he was arrested in December 1981, charged 
with having participated - along with others in the Revolutionary Armed Task 
Force, a BLA unit - in the expropriation of a Brinks truck in Nyack, New York 
on October 21 of the same year. Two members of the West Nyack police force 
had been killed during the action. Kuwasi adopted the freedom fighter 
defense during his trial, refusing to acknowledge the legitimacy of U.S. 
jurisdiction over any New Afrikan. Predictably, he was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, as a revolutionary “cop killer.” At;the timeof his death, Kuwasi 
had spent a total of more than ten years behind bars without swerving from 
liberatory principles which guided him. He remained in struggle to the very end.

Once captured for armed robbery, I had the opportu¬ 
nity to see the weakness of the movement and put 
the state’s offensive in proper perspective. First, the 
state rounded up all organizers pointed out to it by 
agents who had infiltrated the party as soon as it had 
begun organizing in N.Y. It charged these people 
with conspiracy and demanded bails so high that the 
party turned away from its purposes of liberating the 
black colony to fund raising. At that point, leadership 
was imported rather than developed locally and the 
situation deteriorated quickly and sharply. Those 
who were bailed out were those chosen by the 
leadership, regardless of the wishes of the rank and 
file or fellow prisoners of war, or regardless of the 
relatively low bail of at least one proven comrade. 
Under their leadership, “political consequences" (at¬ 
tacks) against occupation forces ceased altogether. 
Only a fraction of the money collected for the purpose 
of bail went towards bail. The leaders began to live 
high off the hog while the rank and file sold papers, 
were otherwise misdirected or were filtered out leav¬ 
ing behind so many robots who wouldn’t challenge 
policy until those in jail publicly denounced the lead¬ 
ership. 

How could a few jerks divert so much purpose and 
energy for so long? How could they neutralize the 
courage and intellect of the cadre? The answers to 
these questions are that the cadre accepted their 
leadership and accepted their command, regardless

It is another 
thing that Anarchy ceases to inflame or to take the 
lead in combatting fascism and imperialism here in 
North America with the history of the Wobblies, the 
Western Federation of Miners and the other groups 
and individuals who have made their m^rk on history.

In Bradford, England', the 1 In 12 
Club has gone from organizing gigs 
at various places to becoming a com¬ 
pletely contained venue, bar, restau¬ 
rant and more. The Intent of this 
Interview was to share the views and 
experiences which are very similar 
to those within the collectives fea¬ 
tured In Profane Existence #16, al¬ 
though the locations are several 
thousand miles apart. Interview 
questions were asked by Troll who 
Is very grateful for the tremendous 
effort put Into the responses.

The 1 in 12 Club, which has now 
been going for 12 years, was set up by 
young unemployed and low waged 
people for young unemployed and low 
waged people. The name 1 in 12 is 
derived from a government survey at 
the time (The "Rayner" Report) that 
stated that 1 in 12 people were fiddling 
the dole system! 

The 1 in 12 began with people ar¬ 
ranging lively gigs around local Bradford 
pubs. This went on until a council grant, 
in 1985, helped the members buy a 
disused mill in the city centre and reno¬ 
vate it to bring to you the 1 in 12 club as 
you see it now. 

The 1 in 12 is non-profit motivated. 
There are two full-time paid workers, 
but the club is still totally reliant on 
volunteers to organize the booking of 
bands, run the vegetarian cafe, and to 
do the advertising and PA You don't 
need any experience to be a volunteer, 
we will teach you. 

Membership is only £1 for unem¬ 
ployed/low waged and £2 for waged 
people, and gives you a voice in the 
decision making Sunday evening meet¬ 
ings, as well as a monthly "wot s on" 
newsletter and your verv own member- 


tional structure of the 1 in 12 Club. 
What constitutes the 1 in 12 Club being 
run as a collective and what does mem¬ 
bership involve and require? Does the 
fact that you have a constitution for the 
collective help solve disagreements and 
is the constitution flexible enough to 
allow for changes? 

Pete • We’re organized on a collective 
basis - no one person having overall 
control. We have a management com¬ 
mittee partly because we have to and 
partly to support the workers. All major 
decisions must go through a members’ 
meeting which are held alternate Sun¬ 
days. Once a year we have an A.G.M. 
where posts like Treasurer and Secre¬ 
tary are decided on. An individual mem¬ 
ber can be as active or apathetic as 
they want to be, we have over four 
hundred members but only get 10-30 at 
a meeting. It’s up to individuals what 
they want to do but it does make it 
harder for the really committed people, 
though. The constitution is again an¬ 
other legal requirement - we do use it 
but changing it is such a hassle that we 
try and avoid it. Most disagreements 
are solved by talking them through. 


PE) I Know there are several smaller 
collectives within the 1m 12 Club. Can 
you tell us what these are and how do 
people get involved with the different 
collectives?

Anything 
really major, with large financially or 
practical implications for the collectives, 
or the club as a whole should get taken 
to a meeting, but in general I think 
people can be individually motivated. If 
somebody wants to do something, they 
get down and do it. I think one of the 
problems with the collectives Is that 
sometimes just one or two people do 
most of the work, either because they’ve 
more experience, (especially with the 
PA), or because work needs doing, 
they do it, so other collective members 
assume they are happy with the st¬ 
ation, so there gets to be an uneven 
di s tri bu tio n of work, a nd that* s u nheal thy 
as the person doing most of the work 
gets burned-out while others feel they 
aren’t needed, so they might leave to 
do something else. Occasionally egos 
get too big and people think they know 
everything about their field, when they 
should ask for advice from others. When 
the collectives are working well it allows 
for individual inputs within the larger 
groups, which is really healthy, as 
people get enthused from each other, 
and things do get done. 

PE) Is the t in 12 Club strictly a place 
for entertainment and eating or is it 
available for meetings by political groups 
too? Have you ever had any backlash 
from the government or community for 
the political nature of the Club? 

Pete ♦ It’s available for meetings but not 
Party Political ones, only those groups 
not affiliated directly to a Political Party 
or Religious group. 

Yes, we got a lot of hassle from the 
Department of Environment a couple of 
years ago. They thought we’d switched 
some of the original grant to fund politi¬ 
cal activity- due mainly to a local jour¬ 
nalist writing an article called 'Anarchy 
on the Rates’, Some chance! We 
cleared ourselves in the end but it will 
always be a problem, it’s a fine tine to 
tread between being a legal social and 
political club to being an illegal body.

Pete • The membership owns it though 
we do have trustees who would be 
liable if we went bust. We're basically a 
business that doesn't make a profit, 
rather than a non-profit making busi¬ 
ness. Though we'd never start dishing 
out huge sums of money to ourselves, 
it would just be nice to have some cash 
to put back into the Club. The question 
of the workers and the volunteers never 
really arises ‘cos we pay people for 
casual bar work and cleaning unless 
they especially say they don’t want pay- 
, which means that the few times we 
need extra help we can usually get it. 
On gig nights people usually just help 
out on the door or taking a collecting jar 
around.

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THE TAMING OF THE WEST? 

A NEW POLICE STATION, THE FIGHT AGAINST IT, 
AND AN UNCERTAIN FUTURE FOR THE WEST BANK

Pigs. All of us “undesirables” (poor 
folks, people of color, homeless people, 
punks, freaks, anarchists, etc.) living in 
the underbelly of American capitalism 
hate 'em. Whether they’re frisking you 
up for being the “wrong” color or having 
the “wrong” hairdo, busting your party or 
doing their nightly gangbanging on an 
unsuspecting and undeserving person, 
they’re never on our side. 

I know there are plenty of you who 
will object and complain, “But not all 
cops are bad. Cops are people, too, you 
know, and they have a hard job to do 
and a lot of them do it really well. It's only 
the bad cops we need to watch for. 
Besides, I bet the next time your house 
gets broken into the first thing you’ll do 
is call the cops.” First, I for one can say 
that HI never call the cops for anything, 
so shut up. Second, I’ll also be willing to 
bet that 90% of the people who say 
things like this are white and/or middle 
class. Before you blow your top and fire 
off an angry letter to Rustbelt about 
what a “reverse racist” I am, keep in 
mind that my suspicion does not come 
out of any self-righteous "PC” attitude, 
cos l fit the “white middle class male” 
description, too. The fact that it’s mostly 
white and middle class people who are 
the biggest defenders of cops (evidence: 
1) the Simi Valley jury that acquitted 
Rodney King and 2) the demographic 
makeup of the crowd at the pro-cop rally 
here in Mpls — see article on page 3) is 
simply a reflection of who the cops "pro¬ 
tect” and who they don't. Most white 
middle class folks think the cops are 
swell because they’re always so quick 
to rush out to the suburbs and bust 
metafhead parties, break-ins, and people 
whogo 18mphinaschoolzone. There's 
no question about it, white suburbanites 
like the cops cos they’re on their side, 
protecting their property and serving 
their interests. 

However, things are a bit different 
in the city, especially if you're not one of 
“the good people.” If you need proof and 
you live in the Twin Cities I suggest you 
check out the article “The Other Side of

increased police presence in their neigh¬ 
borhood, and plans more activities. I 
talked with Dave, one of the founders of 
the WBDC, at the Hard Times Cate 
about the WBDC, the West Bank and 
how it will be affected by the cop shop. 

Dave says the WBDC was started 
for people who have a stake in the West 
Bank, whether they live there, work there, 
or just spend a lot of time there. Dave, 
who does all three, says the WBDC was 
started for people “who love this neigh¬ 
borhood, who have seen the history of 
what this neighborhood has been: a 
place for people who want to live their 
lives and not have it impinged upon like 
other parts of town, like Uptown.” 

For those of you unfamiliar with the 
Twin Cities, the West Bank is one of the 
most lively and interesting parts of Min¬ 
neapolis. Along the West Bank of the 
Mississippi and wedged between the 
University of Minnesota and a bunch of 
freeways, the West Bank has been an 
epicenter of radical activities since the 
1960s. Co-op wars between Maoist 
and anarchist co-ops were waged here 
in the late ’60s and early 70s (some of 
them turning violent), many of the houses 
in the neighborhood are cooperatives, 
there’s a worker-owned and run cafe 
(Hard Times) and vegetarian restaurant 
(New Riverside), a radical bookstore 
(Mayday Books), a community radio 
station (KFAI), a collectively-run food 
cooperative (North Country), several 
Ethiopian restaurants, a cultural center, 
a few watering holes, and a high con¬ 
centration of people of color, punks, 
freaks, students and other people you’re 
supposed to hate and fear. Last year 
there was even a mini-riot there in the 
wake of the acquittal of the cops who 
beat Rodney King. The riot, blamed on 
mostly white anarchist youth who acted

There’s 
no question about it, white suburbanites 
like the cops cos they’re on their side, 
protecting their property and serving 
their interests. 

However, things are a bit different 
in the city, especially if you’re not one of 
“the good people.” If you need proof and 
you live in the Twin Cities I suggest you 
check out the article “The Other Side of 
the Street” in the November 25 issue of 
City Pages. Interviewing the patrons of 
BJ's, an African-American-owned bar¬ 
bershop across the street from the infa¬ 
mous Pizza Shack (where pig Jerry 
Haaf was assassinated), one Black 
woman had this to say about the cops, 
ALL cops: “I'm not one of those that 
believe in Officer Friendly... There’s no 
such thing [as justice]. There’s no such 
thing as help from the white man, unless 
there is some underlying motive." If you 
need more proof, ask any punk hassled 
for looking weird, any homeless person 
busted for trying to sleep in a “public" 
place, ad nauseam. Let’s face it, the 
cops aren’t here for us, they’re here to 
keep US from THEM, the well-to-do and 
privileged. 

The only thing more infuriating than 
this realization that the cops are struc¬ 
turally always our enemy is the realiza¬ 
tion that we are practically powerless 
against them. Nowadays, you just can’t 
beat the cops cos more of them will 
always come. Ail you can do is get your 
licks in and run like hell. Someday 
they’ll be the ones on the run, but until 
that day it often seems like the only thii 
you can do about the pigs is complain 
about them. And hate them. 

Enter the West Bank Defense 
Crew, a small group of people who have 
experienced this double whammy of 
being on the wrong side of the nightstick 
and feeling too powerless to do any-

It’s this kind 
of neighborhood, where a large cross- 
section or all different kinds of people 
and cultures mix in a generally friendly 
and open manner, that cops find so 
threatening because it challenges their 
power and defies its de facto rule by 
fear. It also tends to be more open to 
people whose business is seen as less 
than legitimate in the government’s eyes, 
such as drug dealers. This is what gives 
the cops the excuse to come in and set 
up shop, ostensibly to curb drug dealing 
and crime, but effectively cracking down 
on politically and culturally radical ac¬ 
tivities as well.

When I asked Dave if the WBDC 
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bershop across the street from the infa¬ 
mous Pizza Shack (where pig Jerry 
Haaf was assassinated), one Black 
woman had this to say about the cops, 
ALL cops: “I’m not one of those that 
believe in Officer Friendly... There’s no 
such thing [as justice]. There’s no such 
thing as help from the white man, unless 
there is some underlying motive,*' If you 
need more proof, ask any punk hassled 
for looking weird, any homeless person 
busted for trying to sleep in a “public" 
place, ad nauseam. Let’s face it, the 
cops aren’t here for us, they’re here to 
keep US from THEM, the well-to-do and 
privileged. 

Iffl The only thing more infuriating than 
this realization that the cops are struc¬ 
turally always our enemy is the realiza¬ 
tion that we are practically powerless 
against them. Nowadays, you just can’t 
beat the cops cos more of them will 
always come. All you can do is get your 
licks in and run like hell. Someday 
they’ll be the ones on the run, but until 
that day it often seems like the only thing 
you can do about the pigs is complain 
about them. And hate them. 

Enter the West Bank Defense 
Grew, a small group of people who have 
experienced this double whammy of 
being on the wrong side of the nightstick 
and feeling too powerless to do any¬ 
thing about it.

Like many other anti¬ 
authoritarians, Dave finds the solution 
in community self-defense. Dave’s 
neighbors in his apartment are already 
involved in a loose form of community 
defense. “In the Holtzermann building 
we oufselvls are keeping an eye on 
traffic and letting so me of the folks 
e identify [as crack dealers] know 
it we are watching them ourselves. 
It’^| similar to what the Black Panthers 
didrls it effective? "We’re watching. In 
the Holtzermann building, we’re letting 
the landlord know, and some of us have 
a vision of taking care of this problem 
ourselves." Dave says the support for 
this kind of self-policing in his building is 
“incredible."

When I asked Dave if the WBDC 
was explicitly anti-cop or just anti-cop 
shop, he laughed and would only an¬ 
swer for himself: “Me no trust cops." An 
African-American Rasta, Dave has 
plenty of reasons not to. Dave doesn't 
bother to make the good cop / bad cop 
distinction, and his democratic and popu¬ 
lar solutions to crime on the West Bank 
reflect that. He remarks, “[Cops’] job is 
to uphold the status quo. Bringing more 
women or people of color into the police 
department doesn’t do it because my 
experience has been that because of 
who cops are and the way this system is 
and what they’re sworn to uphold is that 
of those people are forced by their 
buddies to be even more brutal than the 
s.” When asked if it was the 


police department itself that forces 
people of color and/or women cops to 
be more brutal, Dave emphatically an¬ 
swered in the affirmative, citing peer 
and department pressure.

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BE PREPARED FOR THE COPS 


Use the following guidelines (if you feel like it) should you be visited by a security agent of 
the state (Police, FBI, Secret Service, DEA, CIA, PU, ETC.): 

1 . DO NOT LET THEM IN. You do not have to give your consent to any search of your 
house, car, or person, unless they have a warrant. Politely refuse and tell them to contact 
your lawyer. If you do consent to a search it can affect your rights later in court. 

2. IF THEY HAVE A SEARCH WARRANT ask to see It. Make sure everything is 
perfect. If they conduct a search, watch them closely, and make sure they do not exceed the 
boundaries set by the warrant. Do not interfere with, or obstruct, the search _ you can be 
arrested for it. 

3. SAY NOTHING. You do not have to answer questions or identify yourself. It is not a 
crime to refuse to answer questions, even if they have a warrant, although it may make you 
appear suspicious.

Will the cops’ strategy work? Will 
they be able to quash the radical activi¬ 
ties that have historically made the West 
Bank one of the most colorful and vi¬ 
brant parts of Minneapolis? Will they 
effectively stifle the independent and 
rebellious spirit of the West Bank under 
the battlecry of “fighting crime"? The 
Minneapolis cops, many West Bank 
residents, and several West Bank busi¬ 
nesses (some of the funds for the sta¬ 
tion are coming from West Bank retail 
stores) are banking on it If they suc¬ 
ceed, the West Bank could well be¬ 
come Minneapolis’ next Uptown, and 
we all need another Uptown like Minne¬ 
sota needs another megamall.

BE PREPARED FOR THE COPS 

Use the following guidelines (if you feel like it) should you be visited by a security agent of 
the state (Police, FBI, Secret Service, DEA, CIA, PU, ETC.): 

1. DO NOT LET THEM IN. You do not have to give your consent to any search ofyour 
house, car, or person, unless they have a warrant Politely refuse and tell them to contact 
your lawyer. If you do consent to a search it can affect your rights later in court. 

2. IF THEY HAVE A SEARCH WARRANT ask to see It. Make sure everything is 
perfect. If they conduct a search, watch them closely, and make sure they do not exceed the 
boundaries set by the warrant. Do not interfere with, or obstruct, the search _ you can be 
arrested for it. 

3. SAY NOTHING. You do not have to answer questions or identify yourself. It is not a 
crime to refuse to answer questions, even if they have a warrant, although it may make you 
appear suspicious. What you say to the police is always important, as it will be used against 
you and others . Politely refuse and tell them to contact your lawyer. 

4. DON'T BE INTIMIDATED. Be polite but firm. They may pretend to have information. 
Let them rave, let them lie, let them make up stories. It means nothing. Do not try to outwit 
or question them. They may be stupid, but they are trained In how to obtain Information. 
Even a bit of seemingly harmless Information can help them and hurt you or others. 

5. KEEP CAREFUL RECORDS of everything they say or do. Writedown everything. 

6. LET OTHERS KNOW. Don’t go on the defense — get offensive. Go public. Spread 
the word. Alert others (friends, relatives, children, coworkers, everyone) and tell them to 
refuse to cooperate. Put out literature. Contact the media. Demonstrate. Keep careful 
records of all forms of harassment you and others experience. 

7. IF YOU ARE ARRESTED tell the pollcenothtng besides your nameand address. Ask 
to see a lawyer immediately. Do not talk without one. Anything you say can be used against 
you or others. Make no decisions about your case until you have talked to one. 

8. IF YOU ANTICIPATE TROUBLE do not carry address books or any materials 
which may help the authorities. Be careful with drugs, traffic tickets, and other things that 
can be used against you. Establish security procedures within your group. Keep duplicates 
of all important materials in a safe place. Keep in mind the state is not beyond fabricating 
charges or using extralegal means, so prepare emergency and contingency contacts and 
plans, be security conscious, and stay alertT

This reporter feels that the selection of Uptown as a site for this garage may cost the city more than it thinks. Putting 
so many defenceless police cars in one place near a major youth hangout and drinking center may result in very 
costly vandalism of police vehicles and building itself which features large plate glass windows which must cost 
a fortune to replace. Already vandals spraypainted various slogans on the building which the city’s lightning fast 
crews painted over after two months. Our tax dollars at work tolx. (Felix Havoc-roving reporter) 
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Late Friday night, September 
25, a uniformed Minneapolis police offi¬ 
cer was fatally shot while sitting in the 
Pizza Shack, a well known cop hang¬ 
out. Immediately afterwards the police 
inaugurated a wave of racist terrorist 
violence that has yet to cease. The 
target of their attacks: African-Ameri¬ 
can youth. African-American parents 
were (and still are) expressing fear for 
the lives of their children, and even 
community leaders have warned people 
not to go out in the street, especially at 
night. Sound like martial law? Sound 
like a curfew? You’d think that the whole 
fucking city was overrun by a violent 
murdering mob butthat would be wrong. 
The fact is that the city is RUN by a 
violent murdering mob, namely the Min¬ 
neapolis Police Department, 

Even the liberal press in this 
town decried the shooting as nothing 
more than a cold blooded act with no 
motive other than murder, although 
some local alternative papers, i.e. City 
Pages, had honest coverage of the po¬ 
lice wrath of terror. Now what the fuck is 
that? People don’t just kill for fun (aside 
from cops and governments). A cop 
killing is a political assassination. The 
public for once took a piece of the mo¬ 
nopoly the police and the state have on 
“legitimate violence.” One less cop in 
the city means one less cop to brutalize 
you, harass you and perhaps even kill 
you.

Death row can be one on the grimmest existences; a 
torturous, inhumane, debilitating, dehumanizing and obvi¬ 
ous abyss. Fortunately, I am no longer under a sentence of 
death, but allow me to provide you with a brief view of that 
existence. 

I was arrested on December 24,1978 in Richmond, Califor¬ 
nia. Immediately upon my arrival at the police station I was 
beaten and choked by the officers while I was handcuffed 
behind my back. I was then paraded through the deputies* 
locker room, where numerous officers called me every type 
of despicable and racial name they could think of, along with 
death threats. I was then taken out through a side door 
(while wearing nothing but a paper jump suit and paper 
slippers and waist chains), where dozens of news cameras 
and reporters had obviously been told to wait to photograph 
the suspect. (The police did not take me out through the 
regular prisoner-transport door.) I didn’t realize at the time 
that the purpose was to intentionally set me up for the news 
media to broadcast my picture all over the U.S. so all 
possible witnesses would get a good look at the suspect that 
was being charged with the cnmes. 

I was transferred immediately to Yolo County Jail, where I 
was not allowed to sleep for two days, and dunng those two 
days I was further threatened by officers, physically forced 



to give hair, blood, fingernails, saliva, full body naked 
photographs (all of which proved negative, including gun 
powder residue tests done on my hands.) I was intermedi¬ 
ately place in an isolation cell where officers would yell 
threats and racial slurs over the speaker in my cell. My food 
was brought to me ice cold with what looked like floor dust 
on it.

The crimes occurred 
on December 22,1978, at approximately 3:40 a.m. along¬ 
side the eastbound Interstate 1-80 freeway in Yolo County 
right outside of Sacramento County near the Narbor Blvd. 
turnoff. I did not commit those crimes. I was wrongly 
accused, oonvicted, and sentenced to die for crimes I had 
nothing to do with. I was swept up in a law-enforcement 
machinery gone out of control. 

However, the public doesn't know nor see what’s really 
going on behind the sensationalized headlines that state 
“cop killer.” They instead read a sensationalized story along 
with a photo of an angry looking young Hispanic male. They 
don't realize that he has good reason to be and look angry 
because of what he’s being subjected to and because he’s 
falsely accused. 

Even the courts (judges) are swayed off the line of fairness 
and true justice toward insuring or sustaining such a convic¬ 
tion. Everyone assumes the law-enforcement officials and 
investigators have followed the procedures and investiga¬ 
tions prudently. The judicial process becomes inverted. The 
defendant is assumed guilty unless, or until, he can prove 
himself innocent, which is almost impossible, given the 
power of the adversary he faces. 

Fortunately for me, after several years of legal battles, I was 
remanded back to the trial court for resentencing (1986).

I wanted my expedited vindication, release or death, and I 
knew he could not order my release.) 

On December 6,1991, Judge Karesh did the next best thing 
he could do for me, short of outright release (which he 
couldn’t do). The judge, sitting as a 13th juror, as mandated 
by law, reweighed the evidence and the credibility of 
witnesses to determine if the jury’s verdict was contrary to 
the law. The judge found that the key prosecution witness’s 
testimony was inherently incredible and that the crimes 
could not have been committed as she professed. He 
therefore disregarded her testimony, stating that without 
Margaret Klaess’s testimony there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence to sustain a conviction. The judge further agreed with 
me that three main pieces of evidence presented by the 
prosecution were suspect.

Being one of the few really dedicated, sincere 
and genuinely interesting punk bands that 
have come out of the U.K. D.L Y. scene, it was 
only a matter of time before Sedition made it 
Into this splendid magazine. A fucking revela¬ 
tion In tight, fast thrash on stage, they also go 
a lot deeper in their presentation than most 
bands will bother these days. Brycey (bass) 
and Angus (vocals) were interviewed on Sep¬ 
tember 12,1992 in a squatted slaughterhouse 
In Luxemburg by Y(3)hoo. 

PE) So why don’t we s tart out with a short band 
story? 

B: I never really know what to say to that ques¬ 
tion... but I guess I can give it a try: We've been 
together for about three years We recently added 
a new drummer, the last of quite a lot of line-up 
changes between the T and the IP, but we've 
been writing new songs now and it looks like we’re 
pretty stable from now on. 

PE) I think a few of you used to be in other 
bands... 

B: Well, we have all been in various bands from 
Glasgow in the last five or six years: Chaotic 
Subversion, Maximum Security, Psycho Flow¬ 
ers... 

PE) OK, seeing as this question Is more or less 
unavoidable, I think we can start off by talking 
about the very unique aspect of the band. 
From looking at your releases like the split LP 
with Pink Turds In Space, it seems like you are 
very much influenced by your cultural origin 
or background. Could you talk about this and 
maybe get Into where you draw the distinction 
between the approach you take on one side 
and nationalism on the other. 

B: This is a question that we’ve been asked quite 
often on this tour. From what I hear, there’s a lot 
of Nazis that are getting into Celtic tattoos, trying 
to hijack the Celtic imagery in the same way they 
have taken the swastika and the medicine wheel 
out of its original context and turned them into 
symbols of oppression, this manipulation of cul¬ 
tural imagery is happening again and we want to 
make sure that they don’t succeed. The way we 
see it, they’re just our cultural roots just as any 
other indigenous peoples, for example the Native 
Americans, are trying to reclaim what was taken 
away from them by colonialism. We can see so 
many similarities between these ancient cultures, 
the further you go back in time, the more the 
different cultures have in common. 

PE) But as far as I could tell, there’s also a lot 
of nationalism In volved in the issue of whether 
Scotland should separate from the U.K. 

B: But I have to disagree with you on that. It s a 
common misconception that the desire for Scot¬ 
tish independence has anything to do with the 
right wing. What has basically happened is that 


em society is that there’s always a balance be¬ 
tween the two! Many of the modem -isms also 
existed back then and we’re not trying to pretend 
that the tribal lifestyle was utopia or anything, but 
look at homophobia for example. Sure, there was 
some, but nevertheless there were certain tribes 
that revered any male members that were more 
feminine than others. They were looked upon as 
sacred because this person had both sexes in one 
body. They would be a special member of the 
tribe, and really respected! 

B: Many of the indigenous cultures emphasized 
the importance of a balance between the mascu¬ 
line and the feminine aspect within yourself. 

PE) When looking at the situation from a 
global viewpoint, it has to be said though that 
the Scottish, as part of the white European 
nations are also responsible for the colonial¬ 
ism and it’s consequent destruction of indig¬ 
enous people and their cultures. 

A: as a band, we don’t claim to be of Scottish 
nationality. We see ourselves as indigenous 
peoples which is not Scottish. 

B: We see the Celtic and the Pictish, who were 


positive things put forward: Suggestions of how 
we can change what is wrong, where we can look 
for an example, who we can leam from. To us, the 
answer is to look at these tribal cultures and learn 
from them. 

PE) You pointed out before that there seems to 
have always been a cycle of oppression in 
history, starting with the oppression of the 
Piets by the Celts, then the Scottish by the 
English, and then the Indigenous peoples of 
America, Africa and Asia by Europeans. So 
how do you think this cycle can be broken if it 
seems like an endless... 

B: That’s the question that perplexed me for years. 

I always wondered: When did we go wrong? 
Where did the greed come in? My inspiration, even 
if this might seem a bit naive, is to look at cultures 
which have developed ways of coexistence with¬ 
out greed and lust for power. This is why we 
emphasize so much to learn from and help these 
people because they are the ones who can help 
break out of this cycle of oppression. I don’t want 
to be pessimistic and say that it’s just human nature 
to be like that and that’s the way it’s going to be. I

But there’s always some people who are genuinely 
interested and will examine what it’s about and 
take a step further. Maybe use it as a pathfinder to 
straighten their head out, maybe even straighten 
out the state of the world! 

PE) But don’t you think, especially the Celtic 
artwork Is being exploited for commercial rea¬ 
sons, as just another consumer product 
A: Yeah, that’s true but you can look at it from 
another point of view, too. Just look at all the 
attention that Native Americans have been getting 
recently. You can see their artwork everywhere 
and even if used for commercial purposes, there 
will still be some people that will become interested 
in it and maybe get involved. 

B: It’s just the same with the green-awareness 
thing. You can condemn it as just another capitalist 
manipulation but there are some good things, like 
more knowledge about the damage to the Earth, 
coming from it, so I don’t think it’s all bad! 

PE) So you don't think that through making an 
idea or an Issue a consumer product or a 
commodity, it becomes neutralized? 

B: I do think it’s a danger and has to be recognized! 

I’ve noticed in Glasgow, re¬ 
cently, that there are many tour¬ 
ist shops selling kilts and Celtic 
artwork T-shirts, sweatshirts, 
sweaters, scarfs, tablecloths— 
you name it and they fucking 
have it for sale! It really is the 
latest craze but that will die 
down eventually and you’re left 
with the people who are really 
interested in it. 

A: Right now, there’s not so 
much nationalism in the Scot¬ 
tish issue as it was before, be¬ 
cause the right wingers couldn’t 
get their agenda across. So 
now there's annual Pictish fes¬ 
tivals where you can learn 
things that most people in Scot¬ 
land don’t even know about their ancestors. 

B: There’s so many lost people in this fucking 
consumer society that need something to grasp 
onto and you don’t want it to be something fucked 
like religion and materialism. 

PE) But don’t you think that this increased 
interest in your own culture will lead other 
people to become ignorant and maybe even 
intolerant of other cultures? 

B: Well, that’s what I was trying to get at earlier. 
The longer you examine it the more you see that it’s 
basically all the same! We think it’s necessary to 
look beyond the cliched aspects of culture. Every

In the last elec¬ 
tion, 75% of the Scottish voters voted against the 
Tories but because of the way the electoral sys¬ 
tem in the U.K. is set up, the Tories still stayed in 
power which means nothing has changed for us. 
We’re not even given the illusion that we can affect 
anything through democratic channels, they won't 
even let us choose our own oppressors! And 
because the Tory government recognizes that the 
Scottish are not going to be voting Tory, they don’t 
have to worry about public opinion in Scotland. 
That’s why we have the highest militarized zone in 
Western Europe, the Poll Tax was tested on us, 
we have the highest unemployment in the U.K., 
nuclear and chemical waste is dumped on our 
land, we get all their shit. I don’t see it as a 
nationalistic thing to object to this and try to break 
away this power base, so we have to separate 
from the U.K. I don’twantto say thatthere isn’tany 
right wing activity on this issue but I think people 
are recognizing that there is something wrong and 
want to do something about it. It’s not about 
Scotland hating England or something like that. 
The Scottish peoplejust don’twantto be governed 
by Westminster anymore. 

PE) How do you keep this Scottish identity in 
a punk context, seeing as punk doesn’t really 
have that much to do with that culture? 

A: Everything we are singing about in a punk 
context originally comes from a tribal lifestyle. 
Most of the things wrong in Western society, like 
sexism, homophobia, fascism, nationalism, or any 
of that crap were not part of the lifestyle that most 
indigenous people lived. 

PE) I have to admit that I have never done too 
much research on this subject, but it never

I have to admit that the people we identify 
with, the Celts and Piets, werenl nearly perfect 
either. In those times, the Piets were oppressed 
by the Celts and the same thing happened to the 
Scots in relation to English culture later on. It’s 
gone to a degree where Scotland doesn’t really 
have it's own culture anymore. The Scottish think 
their culture is the stuff they sell to tourists, kilts 
and all that, they don’t even know their own culture 
at all. We have more hassle walking down the 
street in kilts in Scotland than we would get here. 
They think kilts are only supposed to be worn to 
football matches and weddings or to parade in 
front of the tourists. That’s why we don’t identify 
ourselves as Scots: We want to go beyond this 
narrow-minded cliche in the same way that any 
indigenous people would want their ancestry back, 
became aware and proud of the way people lived 
before all this shit started. 

PE) So It’s just the aspects of resistance and 
balance with nature that you Identify with? 

B: Well, not just resistance but generally the whole 
attitude of the earlier cultures which have been 
wiped out. Wherever the corporate machine sees 
people who view themselves as caretaker of this 
tradition and heritage, they are obliterated. It’s 
happened in the past to our people, it's happened 
to the Native Americans and it’s still happening 
today in Central and South America and many 
other places all over the world. I think it’s important 
that we identify this problem and get involved in 
the struggle to stop it and help these people, and 
to also identify our own roots and make the con¬ 
nections to the modem situation. I realize that 
there is a danger in having pride in your culture 
because it can lead to nationalism and things like 
that. But what I always make sure to emphasize

A: Well, I feel that in the special case of the Celtic 
designs, it’s just so beautiful that it just enchants 
people artistically. Getting it tattooed or using it as 
artwork is usually the first way to get in contact with 
it, but I think many people take it from there and 
continue to look into the actual culture behind 
these designs because they have become inter¬ 
ested. They might read up on what the designs 
mean or explore how people lived and what they 
were about. So even the casual contact like getting 
a tattoo or using it as artwork might be a good thing 
because it can spark off interest that will lead to 
serious study. 

B: I think there’s another quality to it, too. There’s 
a certain imagery thatyou just feel drawn too! It has 
happened to me that I was really drawn to a certain 
symbol without even knowing what it meant or 
anything, just because it was really striking and 
fascinating. As Angus was saying, their beauty 
makes you want to investigate further ... As to what 
you were saying about this cultural supermarket, I 
have to admit that one reason why I got interested 
in my own culture was through reading a lot about 
Native Americans. I realized that their culture and 
thoughts were very interesting, but it wasn’t really 
my culture, I had no real connection with it and I 
didn’t want to just borrow it, I wanted to have my 
own roots, so I started looking into the past of my 
own peoples. As I was saying earlier, the more you 
go back into the past, the more you realize that 
there is no difference. You find many similarities 
like the old religious rites and the spiral symbol 
which is used often. It’s really universal and you 
begin to understand that there aren’t really any 
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with the people who are really 
interested in it. 

A: Right now, there’s not so 
much nationalism in the Scot¬ 
tish issue as it was before, be¬ 
cause the right wingers couldn’t 
get their agenda across. So 
now there’s annual Pictish fes¬ 
tivals where you can learn 
things that most people in Scot¬ 
land don’t even know about their ancestors.

PE) I ha ve noticed that you wear kilts while still 
retaining a punk look, Is this supposed to 
highlight the two most important influences In 
your lives or sheer coincidence? 

B: Yes, that’s a main reason but there is also 
another aspect. Without wanting to sound nation¬ 
alistic or anything, we have to say that until rela¬ 
tively recent times, I would say about 100 years, 
the Scottish weren’t allowed to wear kilts, speak 
their language, listen to or make their traditional 
music. Certain clans were told that they couldn’t 
use their names anymore. It was an occupied 
country with all the traditional customs being sup¬ 
pressed by the English colonial authorities. So we 
also want to make it a point to bring back some of 
these traditions so the right wing won’t be able to 
hijack it and use it for their purposes. 

PE) I think it also nicely breaks away from all 
this macho style of dressing that says you have 
got to look like really hard and mean and all that 
shit I think it’s also quite humorous.

In the last elec¬ 
tion, 75% of the Scottish voters voted against the 
Tories but because of the way the electoral sys¬ 
tem in the U.K. is set up, the Tories still stayed in 
power which means nothing has changed for us. 
We’re not even given the illusion that we can affect 
anything through democratic channels, they won’t 
even let us choose our own oppressors! And 
because the Tory government recognizes that the 
Scottish are not going to be voting Tory, they don’t 
have to worry about public opinion in Scotland. 
That’s why we have the highest militarized zone in 
Western Europe, the Poll Tax was tested on us, 
we have the highest unemployment in the U.K., 
nuclear and chemical waste is dumped on our 
land, we get all their shit. I don’t see it as a 
nationalistic thing to object to this and try to break 
away this power base, so we have to separate 
from the U.K. I don’t want to say that there isn’t any 
right wing activity on this issue but I think people 
are recognizing that there is something wrong and 
want to do something about it. It’s not about 
Scotland hating England or something like that. 
The Scottish people just don’twantto be governed 
by Westminster anymore. 

PE) How do you keep this Scottish identity in 
a punk context, seeing as punk doesn ’t really 
have that much to do with that culture? 

A: Everything we are singing about in a punk 
context originally comes from a tribal lifestyle. 
Most of the things wrong in Western society, like 
sexism, homophobia, fascism, nationalism, or any 
of that crap were not part of the lifestyle that most 
indigenous people lived. 

PE) I have to admit that I have never done too 
much research on this subject, but it never 
occurred to me that these tribes were unusu¬ 
ally open-minded or had much freer societies 
than other tribes existing at that time. So I was 
just wondering whether this is all historical 
fact or just your personal interpretation of 
history? I think many people have a very 
romantic and naive view on Indigenous 
peoples, painting them in very libertarian col¬ 
ors. Look at the Native Americans as an 
example: it’s a fact that there were certain 
tribes which only consisted of warriors who 
lived by exploiting and robbing those tribes 
that farmed or hunted. It seems to me to be a 
bit too easy to say that the Indigenous peoples 
are the good guys and everyone else are the 
bad guys . It’s not as simple as that 
A: I understand what you mean, but it’s the same 
in every tribal society, there’s warrior tribes and 
there's farming tribes, but the difference to mod- 



with, the Celts and Piets, weren’t nearly perfect 
either. In those times, the Piets were oppressed 
by the Celts and the same thing happened to the 
Scots in relation to English culture later on. It’s 
gone to a degree where Scotland doesn’t really 
have it’s own culture anymore. The Scottish think 
their culture is the stuff they sell to tourists, kilts 
and all that, they don’t even know their own culture 
at all. We have more hassle walking down the 
street in kilts in Scotland than we would get here. 
They think kilts are only supposed to be worn to 
football matches and weddings or to parade in 
front of the tourists. That's why we don’t identify 
ourselves as Scots: We want to go beyond this 
narrow-minded cliche in the same way that any 
indigenous people would want their ancestry back, 
became aware and proud of the way people lived 
before all this shit started. 

PE) So It’s just the aspects of resistance and 
balance with nature that you Identify with? 

B: Well, not just resistance but generally the whole 
attitude of the earlier cultures which have been 
wiped out. Wherever the corporate machine sees 
people who view themselves as caretaker of this 
tradition and heritage, they are obliterated. It’s 
happened in the past to our people, it’s happened 
to the Native Americans and it’s still happening 
today in Central and^South America and many 
other places all over the world. I think it’s important 
that we identify this problem and get involved in 
the struggle to stop it and help these people, and 
to also identify our own roots and make the con¬ 
nections to the modem situation. I realize that 
there is a danger in having pride in your culture 
because it can lead to nationalism and things like 
that. But what I always make sure to emphasize 
is that the further you go back in history, the more 
you realize that we are all the same people and 
that national and cultural boundaries don’t exist if 
you go back far enough. These are times we are 
going back to and drawing inspiration from. Ev¬ 
erything that we have been singing about from an 
anarchist and punk context comes into that, it’s 
just a more powerful foundation because you can 
identify with it in a cultural way as part of your 
ancestral heritage wherever you are from. We 
don’t want to make just another generic, 
sloganeering punk rock record. What was said on 
the split album was right from the heart and that’s 
what we are going to be doing on our next release, 
with the difference that we are going to be looking 
from a different perspective, looking at ancient 
ways and comparing them to modem ones. For 
years, punk has been able to point out what is 
wrong in this world but there have been very few 


disrespectful towards the culture, so I was 
wondering what your opinion is on this. 

A: Well, I feel that in the special case of the Celtic 
designs, it’s just so beautiful that it just enchants 
people artistically. Getting it tattooed or using it as 
artwork is usually the first way to get in contact with 
it, but I think many people take it from there and 
continue to look into the actual culture behind 
these designs because they have become inter¬ 
ested. They might read up on what the designs 
mean or explore how people lived and what they 
were about. So even the casual contact like getting 
a tattoo or using it as artwork might be a good thing 
because it can spark off interest that will lead to 
serious study. 

B: I think there’s another quality to it, too. There’s 
a certain imagery thatyou just feel drawn too! It has 
happened to me that I was really drawn to a certain 
symbol without even knowing what it meant or 
anything, just because it was really striking and 
fascinating. As Angus was saying, their beauty 
makes you want to investigate further ... As to what 
you were saying about this cultural supermarket, I 
have to admit that one reason why I got interested 
in my own culture was through reading a lot about 
Native Americans. I realized that their culture and 
thoughts were very interesting, but it wasn’t really 
my culture, I had no real connection with it and I 
didn’t want to just borrow it, I wanted to have my 
own roots, so I started looking into the past of my 
own peoples. As I was saying earlier, the more you 
go back into the past, the more you realize that 
there is no difference. You find many similarities 
like the old religious rites and the spiral symbol 
which is used often. It’s really universal and you 
begin to understand that there aren’t really any 
barriers and therefore not like a supermarket! 

PE) Well, I wasn ’t really getting at that I just 
feel that the casual Interest that most people 
have Is really disrespectful towards the culture 
itself. I think you ’re probably part of a minority 
that actually takes a serious interest Into all the 
background. The latest trend seems to be all 
these Celtic and Japanese symbols and de¬ 
signs which I have to admit really do look 
beautiful but I just have this bad feeling that 
only a few people know what they mean! 

B: Yeah, well it’s a the same thing with all these 
people running around with an anarchist sign tat¬ 
tooed on their arm, being complete assholes and 
not even having the slightest clue what the concept 
of this sign is. They think it symbolizes getting 
drunk and spitting at bands, but that’s the same 
everywhere. You are always going to have people 
latching onto something for a superficial reason. 
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behind it you will see that there is more to it than a 
few commodities. 

PE) I ha ve noticed that you wear kilts while still 
retaining a punk look. Is this supposed to 
highlight the two most important Influences in 
your lives or sheer coincidence? 

B: Yes, that’s a main reason but there is also 
another aspect. Without wanting to sound nation¬ 
alistic or anything, we have to say that until rela¬ 
tively recent times, I would say about 100 years, 
the Scottish weren’t allowed to wear kilts, speak 
their language, listen to or make their traditional 
music. Certain clans were told that they couldn’t 
use their names anymore. It was an occupied 
country with all the traditional customs being sup¬ 
pressed by the English colonial authorities. So we 
also want to make it a point to bring back some of 
these traditions so the right wing won’t be able to 
hijack it and use it for their purposes. 

PE) I think it also nicely breaks away from all 
this macho style of dressing that says you have 
got to look like really hard and mean and all that 
shit I think it’s also quite humorous.

A: It has a part, but I wouldn't say that was the 
original reason. We try to make people more 
relaxed at gigs because we have noticed that there 
is this unwritten law that you always have to look 
mean at gigs and you have to dance really tough, 
but we would rather see people having fun, enjoy¬ 
ing themselves without hurting anybody else. And 
if they see us up on stage being really silly, doing 
all these faces and prancing around like idiots, they 
have more fun, too. They look at us and see that 
we’re completely ridiculous and realize that they 
don't have to be so uptight themselves and can 
loosen up and enjoy themselves! It really breaks 
down barriers. 

V: I want to say though that everything we’ve been 



talking about up to now isn’t a preconceived plan or 
anything. We didn't have a master plan of what 
kind of band this would be. We started off with a 
fascination for Celtic imagery, became deeper 
involved and decided to incorporate it into the 
band. We didn’t set out to promote or advertise 
Celtic culture through the band, it was just a natural 
progression and it surprisingly corresponded so 
well with all our punk ideals that we decided to 
combine them. 

PE) But when exactly is this non-violent silly 
dancing come about? There’s a few bands 
supporting that now like Mushroom Attack, 
One by One, Hiatus, and a few others and I have 
seen that you also have the motto on your 7- 
shirts and everything.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Dark Diamonds issues 3 & 4; Postcards from the Haunted Bazaar 

Dark Diamonds, the excellent fanzine put out by the prolific writer and artist Andy 
C., has taken a new twist with the latest effort being a 76 page “Collection of Essays on 
Contemporary Third World Issues." While this has a page devoted to reviews, it otherwise 
it could be considered more of a book or pamphlet, which is why I have choosen to review 
it in this section. 

While this is a collection of essays, Andy does a very good job fully explaining the 
ins and outs of global hunger and international politicies which keep the majority of world 
hungry while there are more than enough resources to feed the world several times over. 
The essays are divided into sections, starting with dispelling myths of world hunger and 
overpopulation and the so-called "green revolution" and then goes on with sections on 
trade, colonialism, the rise of the multinationals, women in the Third World and a very 
complete section on foreign aid and it's different forms. 

In closing, Andy presents a long list of things each one of us can do to help end 
hunger in the third world, from writing letters to elected officials (his remarks here are 
cynical and humorous), to boycotting, to fair trade schemes, to not working for exploitative 
industries. His most important conclusion is that these things are not enough by 
themselves and that the only real solution is a global one and that the problem of hunger 
can not be wiped out without destroying all systems of social and economic inequity (e.g. 
capitalism). This is a well researched and documented effort with good use of clippings and 
graphics spread throughout (Andy is a regular contributoring arterrorist Punchline maga¬ 
zine). I highly recomend reading this as an essential primer to this complex issue. (Troll)

The Mower 

This is an amazing and beautifully done project. The Mower is an 80+ page 
unbound book that features over a dozen contributors’ thoughts on the subject of violence, 


"in everyday life, in human relations, in the identity of an individual." Contributors range 
from Vic Bondi to Mykel Board (who has one of the best pieces in here, believe it or not) 
to Paul Weincman to John Yates to several German artists who are probably less familiar 
to those of us on this side of the Atlantic, though certainly no less talented nor less 
important. There's an excellent combination of poetry, prose, essays, photography, 
drawings, paintings, graphics, and other arwork in here, all of it laid out very attractively and 
effectively in the rather unusual format of this project. The contributions on the topic range 
from Bondi’s intellectual piece to the poetic to the graphic to the intense, with many of the 
contributions combining several or all of these elements. Some of the text is in German, 
but much of it is in English and the semi-barrier of language should in no way prohibit any 
interested person in checking this effort out, because the theme is communicated in so 
many different ways. A very inspiring and original and creative project, I’d love to see more 
of this kind of thing come out of the anarchist punk community, (joel)

George Bush: Super-Spy Drug Smuggling President by Bill Weinberg. 

I ususally shy away from conspiracy theory literature, but The Shadow, NYC’s 
Lower East Side anarchist newspaper, has proven a good source of well-researched and 
documented investigative articles and I figured I’d give this latest release on The Shadow 
Press the benefit of the doubt. While this book is riddled with plots of intrigue, seemingly 
stretched at times, author Bill Weinburg (news editor of High Times magazine) sheds some 
light into the murky past of our former president and the shady dealings going on around 
him 

Within these 80 pages, chronologically starting with his father Prescott deals with 
Bush’s upbringing and family establishment in the ruling class, both financially and 
economically speaking. The sections on Bush’s early years are pretty sketchy because of 
the lack of available published information available but talk about his early break into the 
oil industry by forming the (ironically named) Zapata Oil company, to his growing 
connections with other global multinational giants through corporate and family financial 
dealings. There are numerous allusions made to complicity in such events as the Bay of 
Pigs Invasion, JFK assissination, which at least point out CIA and NSC involvement. 

Throughout there are thorough accounts of the power-structures behind 
the political scenes which are shown to be behind the varying political 
events of the past three decades. Among these power-grabs and re- 
alingnments Weinberg fol tow’s Bush’s risefrom appointment to the head 
of the CIA to becoming President in the 1988, all the while playing the 
power games of the ruling class achieve this goal. 

Weinberg makes many allusions made to Bush involvement 
with numerous covert operations to serve the interests of the American 
ruling class and the ultimate goal of making the U.S. the sole global 
superpower at any cost. Bush played major role in promoting this 
agenda through his involvement in covert operations right up to (allegedlly) 
aiding in the formation of independent and illegal bodies to institute 
foreign policy through covert operations, as revealed from Contragate, 
BCCI and other scandals come to light since Reagan was elected. 
There is also a lot about overt changes foreign policy to ensure a U.S. 
hegomy on global power, like the Panama Invasion, War on Drugs, the 
Gulf War, and final downfall of the Soviet Union, each taking Bush and 
his backers a step closer on the consolidation of power. 

While there is a lot of information contained within these pages 
to substantiate the connections with covert and overt plots of the Bush 
presidency, it remains to be seen whether Bush will earn the label as the 
most corrupt president in U.S. history in the eyes of the general public. 
In the final paragraphs Weinberg states a lot of corporate power 
(including many far right-wing) has shifted to back a Clinton presidency 
as Bush’s desperate grasp for support form the religious right makes re- 
election less likely (this was published right before the election). I doubt 
that Bush will ever be connected to any crimes he committed while in 
office unless some drastic situation, like a deepening of the recession, 
will necessitate a scapegoat. It is likely that George Bush will still be 
around for some time to come. 



Unfinished Business: The Politics of Classs War 

For the past ten years Class War have put out one of the most widely talked 
about newspaper coming out of the anarchist / radical left movement. While the 
political intellectual elites denounce Class War for reasons as varied as not being in- 
depth enough in their articles to mindless glorification of violence, their paper and the 
Class War Federation have grown to be one of the largest and most visible 
revolutionary groups of this day. While Class War, Britains Most Unruly Tabloid may 
be somewhat lacking for someone looking for lengthy, substantial diatribes, the Class 
War paper and the work of the federation has done more to bring a lot of new people 
into the revolutionary movement and (most importantly) have gotten back to the idea 
of the revolution being by the people, not something to be debated in the circles of 
intellectual elites or mired down in lifestylist ghettos. 

While each issue of the Class War paper is dedicated to putting revolutionary 
ideas into every-day terms and put every-day people in touch with the revolution 
around them, they have been very limited in the past in their ability to more thoroughly 
discuss their ideas and theoretical background in depth. With the advent of the Heavy 
Stuff ; Class War’s Theoritical Journal, they have been able to do this much better, 
especially now that it's printed on a quarterly basis and widely circlulated. However, 
the tabloid, Heavy Stuff and other projects and events have only given small glimpses 
of the possibility of things to come, their new book, Unfinished Business... The Politics 
of Class War fills in some of the gaps. 

The whole nature of the way this book was writen is very unique, representing 
a more democratic approach than most past theoretical political books. The rough 
information making up this book comes from years of accumulated notes from 
meetings, conferences, etc. which have been dredged up and sorted through. From 
there various editors compiled the finished work, which keeps it varying in perspective 
and style, and the fact that the actual text of this book were reviewed by the entire 
federation before publication makes it vary representative of the entire group. The 
end result is a documentation of this stage in the evolution of the shared ideology of 
the Class War Federation, as well as an outline (not necessarily the outline) for 
building a broader revolutionary movement. 

After a brief introduction, the book itself is divided up into 7 chapters, each 
subdivided into easy-to-read sections, sensibly arranged and in everyday language. 
The ideas which the Class War Federation base their ideologies on are not new ones, 
and they quote numerous revolutionanes who are several generations dead, but 
Class War do an excellent job of bringing the ideas up-to-date and in modern terms. 

The chapters on Capitalism, The State, Class, and Class Struggle are basically 
meant to be background information, filled with facts, ideas and definitions of the 
structures and methods in which we are exploited and kept divided and weak by the 
ruling class. They include a breakdown of the basic class structure and include a 
graphical breakdown of the class system in the UK. They also point out that while the 
working classes of the First World have a higher standard of living than people of the 
Third World, the same group of people are reaping all the profits from our misery. 
They also point out the division the ruling class perpetuate to keep us divided like 
international divisions in the working class amongst industrialized nations and 
devloping nations, patriarchy and systematic oppression of women, racial differ¬ 
ences, hetrosexuals and gays, etc. Their ideas don’t stand atone here as they cite 
numerous sources and give a lot evidence to back up their ideas. 

The chapters From Struggle to Revolution and A New World are more based 
upon building an international revolutionary moevments and putting things in prac¬ 
tical terms. They pretty well outline the benefits and necessity of a revolution, as well 
as what we are to expect while fighting this revolution. One interesting thing, probably 
put in for the skeptical reader, is the chapter A New World which gives some 
prospects for change and life in a self-managed society without bosses, money, 
borders, class, etc. Even though mere existence is a struggle for many of us, there 
is definitely a further vision worth fighting for that can achieved if we work together. 

Of course there are some mis-guided anarchist who believe we dont need 
organization to build a culture of resistance, but history has proven time-again that 
without organization uprisings are easily squashed by the state or are hijacked by a 
new ruling class (i.e. communists and fascists).

Bush s upbringing and family establishment in the ruling class, ootn nnanciaiiy ana 
economically speaking. The sections on Bush’s early years are pretty sketchy because of 
the lack of available published information available but talk about his early break into the 
oil industry by forming the (ironically named) Zapata Oil company, to his growing 
connections with other global multinational giants through corporate and family financial 
dealings. There are numerous allusions made to complicity in such events as the Bay of 
Pigs Invasion, JFK assissination, which at least point out CIA and NSC involvement. 

Throughout there are thorough accounts of the power-structures behind 
the political scenes which are shown to be behind the varying political 
events of the past three decades. Among these power-grabs and re¬ 
alignments Weinberg follow’s Bush’s rise from appointment to the head 
of the CIA to becoming President in the 1988, all the while playing the 
power games of the ruling class achieve this goal. 

Weinberg makes many allusions made to Bush involvement 
with numerous covert operations to serve the interests of the American 
ruling class and the ultimate goal of making the U.S. the sole global 
superpower at any cost. Bush played major role in promoting this 
agendathrough his involvement in covert operations right up to (allegedly) 
aiding in the formation of independent and illegal bodies to institute 
foreign policy through covert operations, as revealed from Contragate, 
BCCI and other scandals come to light since Reagan was elected. 
There is also a lot about overt changes foreign policy to ensure a U.S. 
hegomy on global power, like the Panama Invasion, War on Drugs, the 
Gulf War, and final downfall of the Soviet Union, each taking Bush and 
his backers a step closer on the consolidation of power. 

While there is a lot of information contained within these pages 
to substantiate the connections with covert and overt plots of the Bush 
presidency, it remains to be seen whether Bush will earn the label as the 
most corrupt president in U.S. history in the eyes of the general public. 
In the final paragraphs Weinberg states a lot of corporate power 
(including many far right-wing) has shifted to back a Clinton presidency 
as Bush’s desperate grasp for support form the religious right makes re- 
election less likely (this was published right before the election). I doubt 
that Bush will ever be connected to any crimes he committed while in 
office unless some drastic situation, like a deepening of the recession, 
will necessitate a scapegoat. It is likely that George Bush will still be 
around for some time to come. 

While this book contains more sordid tales of the power elite 
than I can stomach and more characters than I can remember, this is still 
an informative and interesting book.

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there various editors compiled the finished work, which keeps it varying in perspective 
and style, and the fact that the actual text of this book were reviewed by the entire 
federation before publication makes it vary representative of the entire group. The 
end result is a documentation of this stage in the evolution of the shared ideology of 
the Class War Federation, as well as an outline (not necessarily the outline) for 
building a broader revolutionary movement. 

After a brief introduction, the book itself is divided up into 7 chapters, each 
subdivided into easy-to-read sections, sensibly arranged and in everyday language. 
The ideas which the Class War Federation base their ideologies on are not new ones, 
and they quote numerous revolutionanes who are several generations dead, but 
Class War do an excellent job of bringing the ideas up-to-date and in modern terms. 

The chapters on Capitalism, The State, Class, and Class Struggle are basically 
meant to be background information, filled with facts, ideas and definitions of the 
structures and methods in which we are exploited and kept divided and weak by the 
ruling class. They include a breakdown of the basic class structure and include a 
graphical breakdown of the class system in the UK. They also point out that while the 
working classes of the First World have a higher standard of living than people of the 
Third World, the same group of people are reaping all the profits from our misery. 
They also point out the division the ruling class perpetuate to keep us divided like 
international divisions in the working class amongst industrialized nations and 
devloping nations, patriarchy and systematic oppression of women, racial differ¬ 
ences, hetrosexuals and gays, etc. Their ideas don’t stand alone here as they cite 
numerous sources and give a lot evidence to back up their ideas. 

The chapters From Struggle to Revolution and A New World are more based 
upon building an international revolutionary moevments and putting things in prac¬ 
tical terms. They pretty well outline the benefits and necessity of a revolution, as well 
as what we are to expect while fighting this revolution. One interesting thing, probably 
put in for the skeptical reader, is the chapter A New World which gives some 
prospects for change and life in a self-managed society without bosses, money, 
borders, class, etc. Even though mere existence is a struggle for many of us, there 
is definitely a further vision worth fighting for that can achieved if we work together. 

Of course there are some mis-guided anarchist who believe we donl need 
organization to build a culture of resistance, but history has proven time-again that 
without organization uprisings are easily squashed by the state or are hijacked by a 
new ruling class (i.e. communists and fascists). The final chapter on Revolutionary 
Organizations gives helpful, practical hints on organizing and tactics, put together 
from years of first-hand expenence. Some of the important ideas they put forward for 
a working revolutionary organization include the following; theoretical unity (or a 
common set of goals and points of agreement), tactical unity (or collective method of 
action), collective responsibility (or accountability by each member to the group and 
the group to each member), and federalism (the anarchist idea of organizing without 
central authority), all of which I have also seen as necessary from my own experience. 
There is also some practical advice on stituations to avoid and also state strongly the 
need for far more than one revolutionary organization to fulfil different needs and 
backgrounds. 

There is also an Appendix which includes A Brief History of Capitalism, a 
section on Ireland, Marx, “The Great Money Trick’ and a short history on the Class 
War Federation which ties thier ideas to what they do as an organization. 

I strongly recommend this book to anyone (and everyone) interested in putting 
ideas into action and anger into revolution. The struggle ahead of us requires more 
than idle words and screams in the wind, it’s going to take a lot of work and strong 
organization. While this book has some minor drawbacks, like it’s very English 
perspective, the ideas found within are universal world-over for laying the foundations 
of a future free of the ruling class and the divisions which bring fear and isolation a 
part of daily life. This is probably one of the most concise collections of revolutionary 
ideas put forward in the last 50 years and is a tool everyone can team from. Probably 
one of the most up-lifting books I’ve read in the past year and definitely useful in a 
practical sense.

A FIREARMS PRIMER FOR ANARCHISTS AND PUNKS 


By Felix Von Havoc 

In this article we will look at how and why firearms are 
important to the anarchist movement, basic types and opera¬ 
tion of firearms, their applications, and how to go about 
selecting and buying a weapon. I will assume the reader has 
no prior knowledge of firearms other than seeing them in 
movies. My approach will be as simple as possible so experi¬ 
enced shooters will just have to bear with me. Historically the 
gun culture has been dominated by white blue collar males and 
can seem very exclusionary and complicated to women, 
minorities etc. Reading gun magazines and going to gun 
shows you will encounter a lot of right wing, sexist, and outright 
neo-nazi attitudes and ideas. Don’t let this discourage you from 
buying or reading about weapons. Just try to divorce the 
inanimate weapons from the redneck bullshit surrounding 
them. A weapon is a tool just like a hammer or and axe. It can 
be used for good, for evil, or just for kicks. I’m not going to get 
bogged down in any sort of violence/non-violence argument 
but I am aware of pacifist sentiments in the anarchist move¬ 
ment. If straight talk about weapons, violence and revolution 
offend you then don’t read this article. 

Anyone who lives in the real world can see that it is a 
violent and dangerous place. As anarchists we need to think 
seriously about defending ourselves and our comrades from 
state oppression and anti-social crime. The state has a mo¬ 
nopoly on force which allows it to impose its will on us. Behind 
every law, edict, tax, fine and order is a loaded gun pointed at 
your head. That is the basis of state power. As anarchists and 
revolutionaries we should be proficient in the use of firearms in 
order to erode this monopoly on force and defend ourselves 
from state oppression. 

Many anarchists are women who have to deal daily with 
the threat of rape and assault. Firearms are one way for 
women to defend themselves against sexist violence and 
empower themselves in a violently male dominated society. 
Also many anarchists live in major cities where urban decay 
and poverty have generated a great deal of anti-social crime. 
While the roots of this crime lay in the fucked up social structure 
I will assume that most anarchists wish to protect themselves 
from anti-social crime rather than let themselves be victimized 
and blame society. Remem ber 911 is a joke 9mm is for real. I 
will also consider the use of weapons in a military application 
particularly revolutionary warfare. This may smack of 
vanguardism to some but we can’t expect to win a guerrilla war 
against state oppression if we can’t master it’s most basic tool. 

I will begin by discussing handguns. Handguns can be 
broken down into two main categories revolvers and automat¬ 
ics. Revolvers are the rugged six shooters we see in the 
cowboy movies. They use a revolving cylinder to rotate bullets 
into the firina chamber where a hammer can strike the hullnt 


The most important is the size of the bullet for which the 
weapon is chambered. Bullets (or rounds) are measured both 
by imperial calibers and metric millimeters. Thus some com¬ 
mon loads are referred to by their caliber or metric measure¬ 
ment or both! To make things more confusing this measure¬ 
ment is only of the base of the round and some with the same 
base may come in different lengths. In addition to this, rounds 
of the same size can be loaded with different amounts of 
powder or have a different type of projectile for various appli¬ 
cations. Different countries have adopted various bullets over 
time and while many are still in use there are many odd ball 
older weapons for which bullets are hard to find. 

The main factor in handgun cartridge size is the power 
of the bullet. Wound ballistics is the grisly science of evaluating 
the effectiveness of various bullet types and powder loads on 
human bodies. Military and police labs have done endless 
tests todetermine which bulletsare best for penetrating human 
bodies and damaging organs inside them. Anyone seriously 
interested in handguns or weapons in general should take time 
to learn about wound ballistics. In general the larger and more 
powerful a bullet is the more effective it will be. The largest 
loads such as .44 magnum and .45 cal. have the greatest 
stopping power and pack the greatest whallop. However, 
larger bullets with powerful loads also have stronger recoil and 
are harder to control. In the past women have been steered 
towards very small loads and underpowered “ladies guns." 
However, studies have shown that women are just as capable 
of handling and accurate shooting of more powerful weapons 
as men. But, male or female, hand size and upper body 
strength play a big part in controlling a weapon. In the macho 
gun culture many weapons are manufactured which are ridicu¬ 
lously powerful and can only be shot by people with very large 
hands and arms, for example .44 magnum and .50 cal. pistols. 
Don’t let machismo or “bigger is better" discourage you, the 
most practical and effective weapons are more manageable 
.38 cal, .357, .40 cal./l 0mm, 9 mm and .45 cal. Of these .45and 
.40/10mm are most powerful and may still be hard to manage 
for smaller folks. 9mm is very popular and quite effective. Most 
9mm automatics are easy to manage and accurate and have 
high capacity. 9mm is also the handgun and submachine gun 
load used by most military forces meaning that it is common 
and easily obtainable in period of unrest and guerrilla war. I 
would recommend a 9mm to anyone interested in automatics 
and .357 to those interested in revolvers. 

Another factor to keep in mind when selecting handguns 
is size and concealability. If it is necessary for you to carry a 
weapon on your person you want as small a weapon as 
possible while still having power and capacity. Due to the need 
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fire military weapons. Due to restrictions these are often very 
expensive and hi-tech weapons. Once again the round the 
weapon is chambered for is very important. The most popular 
are 223 cal/5.56 mm and 7.62x39mm which are the American 
and Communist Bloc loads respectively. These are widely 
used in the ubiquitous Ml 6 and AK47 assault rifles. 

I can recommend two excellent weapons chambered for 
these loads. The one weapon I personally think should be the 
standard arm for anarchist guerrillas due to its ruggedness, 
versatility and affordability is the Ruger mini-14. This is a .223 
cal. semi auto rifle with a detachable magazine. It is popular as

a ranch and hunting weapon but also is a fine combat weapon. 

It has a wide variety of after market accessories available such 
as folding stocks, scopes, large capacity magazines, grenade 
launchers etc. Its popularity makes it more difficult to ban than 
more militaristic looking assault rifle copies. .223/5.56mm 
ammunition is used by the military of the USA and most NATO 
countries and would be readily available in periods of unrest 
and guerrilla war. More exotic assault type weapons are also 
very good but can cost $1-2,000 and up, whereas a Mini-14 
runs $3-400. The AK47 is a notorious and rugged guerrilla 
arm. However, this weapon is now very expensive in the USA. 

A similar weapon the SKS is now available in the USA in large 
numbers. This is a predecessor of the AK47 and also fires 
7.62x39mm ammunition. It shares the AK-47’s reliability and 
accuracy and is semi-auto but lacks a detachable magazine. 

Instead it is loaded with ten-round stripper clips. It can 
however, be modified to accept detachable magazines and 
due to its popularity also has a 
large number of accessories 
available for it. Imported in mass 
quantities from China this 
weapon is readily available in 
the $120-175 range and is well 
worth it. Huny, it may be banned 
soon. 

Historically shotauns havo 


shopping for a car-you can buy new or used, from a dealer or 
an individual, hi-tech and classy or stripped down and rugged 
and you can’t expect a pinto to do the job of a mack truck. 
Buying a gun brings into consideration the insane degree to 
which they are regulated. Indeed, much of this article has been 
irrelevant to readers outside the USA since they have little or 
no right to legally buy weapons. Luckily (please don’t accuse 
me of being patriotic here) we still have some limited rights to 
buy and own firearms in the USA. There are a myriad of federal, 
state and local laws regulating firearms. These are always 
becoming more, not less, restrictive. So all I can say is buy now 
even if you can’t afford it be¬ 
cause the most controversial 
(combat effective) weapons 
may be banned forever to¬ 
morrow. The state desper¬ 
ately wants to control the 
power of the populace to arm 
itself. Liberal leftist social en¬ 
gineers blindly play into this 
with calls for “gun control." 
We saw what happened at 
Tiananmen Square when un¬ 
armed people tried to fight the 
state. I don’t want to sound 
like an apologist for the NRA 
or other rightist organizations 
but we should take advan¬ 
tage of weapons laws now 
before they become more re¬ 
strictive. 

Inmost places you must 
be 18 to buy rifles and shot¬ 
guns and 21 to buy pistols. One of the most common miscon¬ 
ceptions is that you need some sort of license or permit to buy 
and own firearms. In most of the USA this is not the case. In 
most places you can buy weapons over the counter cash and 
carry. In some areas you may have to wait 7-14 days and have 
your record checked. If you are a convicted felon, insane, or 
not a US citizen you won’t be able to buy firearms. Full auto 
weapons are still legal but are very strictly regulated. To buy 
them you must obtain a type 3 license from the Bureau of 
Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms. This is expensive and you 
must by over21 and have a clean record. Type -3 weapons are 
very expensive and usually run in the $1-3,000 range. Some 
states and municipalities have much stricter laws than these 
(especially NYC) forcing people to travel to less restrictive 
states. 

The main places to buy weapons are from stores, deal¬ 
ers, individuals and on the black market. Gun stores are very 













seriously about defending ourselves and our comrades from 
state oppression and anti-social crime.

Automatic pistols are a more modern 
design. In such weapons bullets are fed into a firing chamber 
from a spring loaded magazine. The recoil from each succes¬ 
sive shot pushes the next bullet into the chamber and cocks the 
hammer.

Revolvers are popular for their reliability and simplicity. 
There is little that can jam or go wrong in a crisis situation. This 
has made it popular with police until recently. The main 
drawbacks of revolvers are capacity and speed of reloading. 
Most revolvers hold six or fewer bullets. Many automatics 
carry as many as eighteen bullets. Revolvers take longer to 
reload, the cylinder must be swung from the frame of the 
weapon and the bullets inserted one at a time or with a special 
“speed loader" clip. The theory goes that in afirefight a person 
shooting a revolver will be forced to reload or conserve shots 
while someone firing an automatic will have more shots and 
reload faster, gaining a critical advantage. None of this matters 
if you can hit your target in the first few shots though. The 
popularity of high capacity automatic pistols with criminals has 


stopping power and pack the greatest whallop. However, 
larger bullets with powerful loads also have stronger recoil and 
are harder to control.

Due to the need 
for concealable weapons in police work there has been a great 
deal of development of weapons which are compact yet 
powerful. However, many smaller weapons are cheesy “purse 
guns’ in understrength loads such as .22, .25 and .32 cal. 
which are not effective in real life situations. 

With handguns out of the way we can deal with long guns. 
These ean be broken down into two main categories rifles and 
shotguns. Rifles fire a bullet similar to that of a pistol only with 
a more powerful load allowing it to fire accurately over longer 
distances. Shotguns fire projectiles from a brass and plastic 
"shell." Usually these are a cluster of small metal BBs which fan 
out somewhat in flight enabling them to punch many small 
holes in a wider area Shotguns can also fire a single slug 
similar to a giant pistol bullet. 

Rifles can be divided into three main categories, bolt- 
action, semi-automatic and full automatic. A bolt action weapon 
needs to have the bullet manually fed into its firing chamber by 
drawing back and pushing in its bolt. On semi-auto weapons 
the bolt cocks itself using the recoil of the last bullet f ired (just 
like an automatic pistol) Therefore a bullet is fired for each time 
the trigger is pulled. A full auto weapon further mechanizes the 
process and keeps firing as long as the trigger is held down. 
Full auto rifles are more commonly called machine guns. 
Many military “assault rifles" are selective fire-that is they can 
be switched from semi to full auto for greater versatility. In 
addition many modern assault rifles nowfeature acompromise 
“three round burst" per trigger pull. 

Many full auto weapons fire pistol ammunition and form 
a class of weapons all their own-submachine guns or machine 
pistols. Examples of these are the 9mm Uzi and .45 cal 
Thompson “tommy gun." Submachine guns can lay down a 
large amount of lead very quickly but have limited range like 
pistols. SMG’s are good for urban combat and are widely used 
by terrorists and assassins who desire maximum firepower in 
a limited area. They are also used extensively by SWAT teams 
and anti-terrorist squads. Semi-auto versions of most popular 
SMG’s are available but are legally classed as pistols. 

Bolt action rifles are an older design principle but are

countries and would be readily available in periods of unrest 
and guerrilla war. More exotic assault type weapons are also 
very good but can cost $1-2,000 and up, whereas a Mini-14 
runs $3-400. The AK47 is a notorious and rugged guerrilla 
arm. However, this weapon is now very expensive in the USA. 
A similar weapon the SKS is now available in the USA in large 
numbers. This is a predecessor of the AK-47 and also fires 
7.62x39mm ammunition. It shares the AK-47’s reliability and 
accuracy and is semi-auto but lacks a detachable magazine. 
Instead it is loaded with ten-round stripper clips. It can 
however, be modified to accept detachable magazines and 
due to its popularity also has a 
large number of accessories 
available for it. Imported in mass 
quantities from China this 
weapon is readily available in 
the $120-175 range and is well 
worth it. Hurry, it may be banned 
soon. I 

Historically shotguns have 
been the all-around American 
hunting and home-defense 
weapon. Shotguns have a lim¬ 
ited range and accuracy but are 
very effective and deadly at close 
ranges due to their power. This 
makes them quite suitable for 
home defense and urban guer¬ 
rilla warfare. Older shotguns are 
breech loaded-that is they open 
where the hammer meets the 
barrel and a single shell is in¬ 
serted into the firing chamber. 

To double the effectiveness of 
this design double barrel shot¬ 
guns were developed. Mad Max’s 
weapon in The Road Warrior is a double barrel 12 gauge 
shotgun with handle and barrels sawed off. Most modern 
shotguns feature a tubular magazine under the barrel. Shot 
shells are fed into the firing chamber by racking a sliding handle 
back and forth along the magazine. This is what Rowdy Roddy 
Piper does in the “kick ass and chew gum" scene of They Live. 
The most common shell for shotguns is 12 gauge. This is a very 
powerful load with a big recoil but most people will find it easy 
to manage with practice. It is used by almost all police and 
SWAT teams and is also popular with hunters. I would 
recommend that anyone buying a shotgun stick to 12 gauge 
with a 5 or 7 round magazine. One has the option of a traditional 
hunting style shotgun with a stock which is fired from the 
shoulder or a “riot gun" which has a pistol grip and is fired from 
the hip.

guns and 21 to buy pistols. One of the most common miscon¬ 
ceptions is that you need some sort of license or permit to buy 
and own firearms. In most of the USA this is not the case. In 
most places you can buy weapons over the counter cash and 
carry. In some areas you may have to wait 7-14 days and have 
your record checked. If you are a convicted felon, insane, or 
not a US citizen you won’t be able to buy firearms. Full auto 
weapons are still legal but are very strictly regulated. To buy 
them you must obtain a type 3 license from the Bureau of 
Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms. This is expensive and you 
must by over21 and have a clean record. Type -3 weapons are 
very expensive and usually run in the $1-3,000 range. Some 
states and municipalities have much stricter laws than these 
(especially NYC) forcing people to travel to less restrictive 
states. 

The main places to buy weapons are from stores, deal¬ 
ers, individuals and on the black market. Gun stores are very 


strict and by the book and the most expensive. However, like 
buying a car from a dealer you have more consumer rights and 
everything is up front and legal. Usually you can buy legally 
from a dealer who has a Federal Firearms License (FFL) these 
are usually enthusiasts who deal in weapons to support a 
collecting and shooting hobby. They deal mostly by word of 
mouth and at gun and knife shows. You will have to observe all 
federal and local regulations with a dealer but will have more 
room to haggle or score cut-rate deals. You can also legally buy 
weapons through classified ads in trading newspapers. You 
can find rare deals in such transactions and have a more 
casual attitude since you are dealing with private citizens. You 
can also buy weapons on the black market. This is risky and 
dangerous. Most guns obtained legally can be traced to you by 
point of sale. A black market weapon is sold underground and 
is more difficult to trace making it popular for gangland killings. 
Most of these weapons are burglarized and may have already 
been used in numerous crimes by the time you see them. Black 
market weapons are usually obtained through the same chan¬ 
nels as street drugs such as crack or smack. You may very well 
be offered a murder weapon or worse.

Revolvers are popular for their reliability and simplicity. 
There is little that can jam or go wrong in a crisis situation. This 
has made it popular with police until recently. The main 
drawbacks of revolvers are capacity and speed of reloading. 
Most revolvers hold six or fewer bullets. Many automatics 
carry as many as eighteen bullets. Revolvers take longer to 
reload, the cylinder must be swung from the frame of the 
weapon and the bullets inserted one at a time or with a special 
“speed loader" clip. The theory goes that in afirefight a person 
shooting a revolver will be forced to reload or conserve shots 
while someone firing an automatic will have more shots and 
reload faster, gaining a critical advantage. None of this matters 
if you can hit your target in the first few shots though. The 
popularity of high capacity automatic pistols with criminals has 
lead to many police departments adopting automatics over 
revolvers. 

There are two main types of revolvers, single action and 
double action. On single action pistols the hammer must be 
manually cocked back before every shot. On double action 
pistols the hammer can be cocked manually or by a long pull 
of the trigger. Single action revolvers are very slow, this is why 
the cowboys in the movies Ian" their pistols-they are rapidly 
cocking the hammer to fire faster. Double action pistols are just 
as reliable but much faster. 

Automatic pistols are more modern and complex but fire 
and load faster and have a greater capacity. There is a 
confusing array of hi-tech automatic pistols on the market 
today as well as many older military models which have been 
in use since before world war two. Automatics are more 
expensive but many reliable older models are available in the 
$150-200 range. Hi-tech automatics featuring advanced con¬ 
struction and design and larger capacity can have prices of 
$400-1000 and up. 

There are several factors to consider in selecting a pistol. 
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powerful. However, many smaller weapons are cheesy “purse 
guns" in understrength loads such as .22, .25 and .32 cal. 
which are not effective in real life situations. 

With handguns out of the way we can deal with long guns. 
These oan be broken down into two main categories rifles and 
shotguns. Rifles fire a bullet similar to that of a pistol only with 
a more powerful load allowing it to fire accurately over longer 
distances. Shotguns fire projectiles from a brass and plastic 
“shell." Usually these are a cluster of small metal B Bs which fan 
out somewhat in flight enabling them to punch many small 
holes in a wider area Shotguns can also fire a single slug 
similar to a giant pistol bullet. 

Rifles can be divided into three main categories, bolt- 
action, semi-automatic and full automatic. A bolt action weapon 
needs to have the bullet manually fed into its firing chamber by 
drawing back and pushing in its bolt. On semi-auto weapons 
the bolt cocks itself using the recoil of the last bullet fired (just 
like an automatic pistol) Therefore a bullet is fired for each time 
the trigger is pulled. A full auto weapon further mechanizes the 
process and keeps firing as long as the trigger is held down. 
Full auto rifles are more commonly called machine guns. 
Many military “assault rifles" are selective fire-that is they can 
be switched from semi to full auto for greater versatility. In 
addition many modern assault rifles now feature a compromise 
“three round burst" per trigger pull. 

Many full auto weapons fire pistol ammunition and form 
a class of weapons all their own-submachine guns or machine 
pistols. Examples of these are the 9mm Uzi and .45 cal 
Thompson “tommy gun." Submachine guns can lay down a 
large amount of lead very quickly but have limited range like 
pistols. SMG’s are good for urban combat and are widely used 
by terrorists and assassins who desire maximum firepower in 
a limited area. They are also used extensively by SWAT teams 
and anti-terrorist squads. Semi-auto versions of most popular 
SMG's are available but are legally classed as pistols. 

Bolt action rifles are an older design principle but are 
often the most accurate. They usually fire a more powerful lull 
size" load and are accurate at long ranges. This makes them 
very popular with hunters and snipers. Bolt action weapons 
were abandoned as military arms as assault rifles became 
popular after world war two. But equipped with a telescopic 
sight such weapons can be deadly at ranges far greater than 
most assault rifles. The popularity of such weapons as hunting 
rifles makes them readily available and unlikely to be banned 
anytime soon. 

Most semi-automatic rifles are fed from a spring loaded 
magazine just like automatic pistols. Some magazines are 
fixed to the weapon. This means that bullets must be inserted 
into the weapon one at a time or by inserting a “stripper clip’ 
which allows several bullets to be pushed in at once. Most 
military style weapons feature detachable magazines, much 
like an automatic pistol. This allows one to carry several loaded 
magazines making ejection and reloading of the weapon very 
fast and efficient. Very popular and controversial today are 
semi-auto detachable magazine “assault rifles." These are 
semi-auto civilian versions of what would normally be selective

Now that you have a weapon you must learn to use it and 
practice with it. Seek out literature on how to disassemble, 
clean and maintain your weapon. Leam to strip it, dean it, clear 
jams and care for it properly. In order to use your weapon 
effectively and accurately you must practice regularly. Look 
into ranges in your area or find someone who has land where 
you can shoot. Look into practical or action shooting which 
simulates combat situations such as night fighting or taking 
cover. You can often purchase ammunition cheaply in bulk 
and serious shooters re-toad their own to save on ammo costs. 

I have only scratched the surface in this article but I hope 
it proves helpful to everyone interested in firearms. I urge you 
to check out reference works and gun magazines. The best 
are works by Ian V. Hogg and Edward C. Ezell. Magazines 
may smack more of redneck attitudes but if you can strain the 
facts through the bullshit you will learn a lot. Shoot straight..for 
anarchy. 
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
